CHAl RPERSON CRIFFI'S:  Good afternoon. | would ask
that this hearing please cone to order.

This is the 25 June 2002 afternoon public hearing
of the Board of Zoning Adjustnent of the District of Colunbia.

M/ name is Geoff Giffis, Chairperson. Joining me
today is the Vice Chairperson, M. Anne Renshaw, and also M.
Curtis FEtherly. Representing the National Capital Planning
Commission is M. David Zaidain on ny left, and representing the
Zoni ng Commi ssion this afternoon on this case is M. My.

Copies of today's hearing are available to you.
They are located at the table near the door where you entered
into the hearing room

| will reiterate -- and this may be famliar for
everybody on this case this afternoon, but we are, of course,
recording this entire proceeding and every proceeding, so that we
ask you to refrain from any disruptive noises or any disruptive
activity in the hearing room out of respect for the Board and
al so for those giving testinony today.

When presenting information to the Board, you will
need to speak into the mcrophone. And although we have
i ntroduced nost everybody before, we will ask you again to state
your nanme and address for the record.

Al persons planning to testify today, either in
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favor or in opposition, should fill out two witness cards.
Wtness cards are available at the testinony table and al so the
tabl e where the agendas are. Upon coming forward to speak to the
Board, you can give those cards to the recorder who is sitting to
ny right.

The order of procedure was outlined before, but |et
nme reiterate. W wll go through, first, the statenents and

witnesses of the applicant. Second, we go to government reports,

all those attendant to this particular application -- Ofice of
Pl anning, DDOT, etcetera. The report from the Neighborhood
Advi sory Commission will be third. Fourth, we will hear parties

and persons in support of the application. And, fifth, would be
parties or persons in opposition. And, sixth, would be closing
remar ks by the applicant.

W have made sonme headway into this, so | wll
reiterate exactly where we are and get clarification if | am
m st aken on that, and we will continue fromthat.

Cross examination is, of course, done of the
witnesses and is permtted by the applicant and or parties in the
case. The ANC within which the party is located is autonatically
a party in the case.

The record will be closed at the conclusion of each
case, except for any material specifically requested by the
Boar d. The Board and staff will specify at the end of the

hearing exactly what is to be submtted and when tinewi se and who
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shoul d be doing the submssions into the Ofice of Zoning. After
the record is closed, clearly no other information would be
accepted by the Board.

The Sunshine Act requires that the public hearing
on each case be held in the open before the public. The Board
may, consistent with its rules of procedures and the Sunshine
Act, enter executive session during or after the public hearing
on a case for purposes of reviewing the record and deliberating
on the case

The decisions of the Board in these contested cases
must be based exclusively on the public record. And, therefore,
to avoid any appearance to the contrary, we ask that persons
present today not engage Board nenbers in conversation

A coupl e of housekeepings. O course, | would ask
that everyone turn off their cell phones and beepers at this
time, so that we don't disrupt the proceedings. Also, we're
havi ng sone technical difficulty with sone of the microphones, so
['I'l walk you through all of that if we get major feedback. But
just to outline, if we can, just be aware just to keep one
m crophone on at a tine. QG herwi se, we nmay get sone disruption
in that.

VW will make every effort to conclude today by
6:00. At this point, we're comng off of a working lunch but a
good | unch. W're very optimstic that we wll get through

everything we need to by 6:00 today. |If that's not the case, we
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will clearly update everybody and get schedules cleared as we
nove to that hour and see what the reality is.

At this point, we wll consider any prelimnary
matters. Prelimnary natters are those that relate to whether a
case wll or should be heard today, such as requests for
post ponenents, continuance or withdrawal, or whether a proper and
adequate notice of the hearing has been given. If you are not
prepared to go forward today or you believe that the Board should
not proceed with this case that is continuing, nowis the tine to
rai se such a matter.

Let ne just take note that we do have a notion
before us, and | want to take that up as a first issue after the
case is actually called. QG her than that, does staff have any
other prelimnary matters for us?

M5. BAILEY: No, M. Chairnman.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. Are there any other
prelimnary matters that anyone wants to raise at this tinme? Not
seeing any, then, | think we can call the afternoon case.

M5.  BAI LEY: Application Nunber 16836 of The
Washi ngton Hone, pursuant to 11 DCOWR 3104.1, for a special
exception for an addition to an existing health care -- this is a
hospice facility. The applicant is proposing to increase the
nunber of beds from 201 to 205, and increase the nunber of
parking spaces from 75 to 173, under Section 219. The property

is located in an R 1-B District at premses 3720 Upton Street,
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N. W, Square 1825, Lot 818.

Is there anyone here today who was not here
previously and needs to be sworn in? Please stand to take the
oat h.

(Whereupon, an oath was admnistered to those

persons planning to testify.)

M5. BAILEY: M. Chairman, | just wanted to remind
M. Zaidain that he needs to state on the record that he has read
the April 2nd testinony on this case.

MEMBER ZAl DAl N: | have done so, and | have also
read the file and all of the submissions, and | wll be
partici pating.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Good. And you were provided
with a full transcript of the last proceeding, correct?

MEMBER ZAI DAIN:  Yes, | was.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Excel | ent.

Thank you, Ms. Bailey, for that rem nder, and good
afternoon to you.

Al so, good afternoon to Ms. Pruitt who is here, and
al so our corporation counsel this afternoon is Corey Buffo, and
we wel come himthis afternoon.

Ckay. That being said, when | ast we were together,
let me just refresh the Board's nind and just to get
clarification that in fact | am correct, we had gone through

several wtnesses -- two? Is that what you're indicating?
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Right. Wich was the traffic engi neer, correct?

['I1 tell you what. Wy don't you outline what you
remenber of where we were?

MR KEYS: W had heard from the CEO of The
Washi ngt on Hone --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: Yes.

MR KEYS: -- Lynn O Connor.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: R ght.

MR KEYS: And we had conpleted the direct
exam nation of Erwin Andres from Gorove/ Sl ade.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay.

MR GRAHAM And the Chair indicated at that time
that we would resunme with questioning, first, fromthe Board --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: From t he Boar d.

MR GRAHAM -- of M. Andres.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ri ght. Exactly. And t hat
was ny understanding al so. However , let nme just get
clarification that there are other wtnesses that are being
called for the applicant's case. |Is that correct?

MR KEYS: That's correct, M. Chairman.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ckay. Wat |1'd like to do,
if it's appropriate with the Board and appropriate with you, is
continue the presentation of your case. W have our notes and
questions ready to go, but | think it's going to be even easier

if we just continue on and do the cross examnation after the
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entire case is presented. Does that give you any troubl e?
MR KEYS: Let me understand. You are going to
defer the cross exam nation of all witnesses?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: How many do you have?

MR KEYS: | have four in addition to M. Andres.
M. Chairman, | just wanted to nake sure if you're saying that
the Board will defer its questions until the end or whether

you're going to defer the -- M. --
CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  No, | understand your point.
It's a good point. Ddyou -- | don't have it in front of ne.

Did you submt a witness list for us?

MR KEYS: | think that we identified our w tnesses
in the supplenental infornation. And at the beginning of the
case, | outlined who would be testifying on the applicant's
behal f.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

MR GRAHAM | think there are actually three new
witnesses that | didn't know about until today, that |'ve just
been inforned about. | may be wong. Maybe it's two.

MR KEYS: No, | think that it's only one witness

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.
MR KEYS: -- that was not on the list.
CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Now, let's step back two

seconds. Let me have you introduce yourself, with your address
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and 1'll do the sane.

MR KEYS: M/ nanme is George Keys. I'mwth the
firm of Jordan Keys & Jessany, LLP. The office is at 1400 16th
Street, N.W, Washington, D.C., Suite 700. And | am counsel for
The Washi ngt on Hone and Hospi ce.

MR GRAHAM  And ny nanme is John G aham Jonat han
G aham I'mat 3643 Tilden Street and quite close to The Hone,
and |I'm representing the citizens concerned about The Hone's
expansi on here today.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Correct. And you are a party

in the case, M. G aham

Ckay. M. Keys, just outline again who you are
cal | i ng today.

MR KEYS: M. Giffis, following the cross
exam nation of Erwin Andres, | would then call Laurie D ckeson,

the architect for the project, whose CV was presented to the
Board, and | believe --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI' 'S Yes.

MR KEYS: -- accepted as an expert witness. I
would then follow with M. Janes Long. M. Long was not
originally on the witness list, but since Storm Water Managenent
has lately become such a large issue, we have brought that into
t he process.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. And M. Long is a

civil engineer?
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MR KEYS: Is a civil engineer with Del ana Hanpton.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S: | see.

MR KEYS: And | wll at that tinme present his
resune -- personal resunme for your consideration.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

MR KEYS: Then, we would proceed with M. Liling
Tien, who is our |andscape architect, whose CV was presented to
t he Boar d.

And, finally, | have a witness that | may call, and
that is M. MCee. M. MCee is a home enployee. He is a
facilities manager for The Home, and | will reserve judgnent as
to whether I'mgoing to need himor not.

MR GRAHAM M. Chairman, may | ask a question?

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Yes. But, first, answer
m ne. You did not have cross examnation conducted of the
traffic engineer last, is that correct?

MR GRAHAM That's right. I haven't cross
exam ned him

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: | ndeed. And we did have
cross examnation by the ANC, is that correct?

MR GRAHAM W did not. There has been no cross
exam nation of M. Andres. They have only cross exam ned M.
O Connor.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: | see. Ckay. Cood.

M. G aham your question?
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MR GRAHAM Does the Board adhere to the 60-m nute
requirement stated in the rules, or is that honored in the
breach? |'m just curious, given the list of wtnesses that M.
Keys has outli ned.

MR KEYS. M. Chair, ny witnesses -- their direct
can be acconplished in 60 m nutes.

CHAI RPERSON (Rl FFI S: The first part of the
guestion is yes, | think we would adhere to the 60 mnutes. And
in ny limted experience, with that many witnesses it does not
necessarily nean they would take longer than that. M/ only
apprehension is, where did the clock |eave last? Wich |I'm not
sure | see noted in ny notes, so I'm not sure we can establish
t hat.

But | think it night be fair if the parties are
with an understanding that we would set it for 45 minutes and |et
the clock run at that for today's hearing. Unless there is other
information that staff may be aware of, or others took notes of
what the clock ran previously. That would give you 15 ninutes
into the 60 mnutes. |Is that acceptable, M. Keys?

MR KEYS: M. Giffis, if you are proposing that
run ny wtnesses one after the other with no interruption, |
think we can acconplish that. But it does make it difficult to
conduct the cross exam nation, because you've got to relate it
back to the testinony. And in experience, it is always easier if

the cross follows the testinmony, so that it's fresher, so that we
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can --
CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  So you want w tnesses crossed

after they present.

MR KEYS: | think that would be --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  That's fine. | don't have a
problem with that. Secondly, the witnesses can run straight
t hr ough. The Board will interrupt with questions as that -- as

the testinmony is given.

The clock stops if the Board asks a question and
for the duration of the answer of the question, and starts again
when testinmony is given, which is probably why we run a heck of a
ot longer than anticipated at tines. But nonetheless, it's an
i mportant part of the proceeding.

So getting all of that established and fl eshed out,
Board nenbers, | would suggest that we proceed with the case, and
we will cross each witness after their presentation. That |eaves
us now -- | would suggest that we go to -- Ms. D ckeson was going
to be your next witness called, is that correct? |Is that what
you st ated?

MR KEYS: That's correct, M. Chairnan. But we
still have M. Andres.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  Ch, | haven't forgotten about
hi m But let nme ask if | can indulge you to bring on the
architect, and that we conduct our cross exanmination of both

witnesses at that time. | see alittle bit of relation, although
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not much. I"'m sure the architect is talking a little bit nore
about the addition to it.

But, quite frankly, although we've reacclinmated
ourselves with this, it helps to walk back into the project. So
if the Board is confortable with that, if the parties are
confortable with that, | would suggest that we would proceed in
that fashion. |Is that acceptable to the ANC and M. G ahan®

MR GRAHAM That's fine.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: kay. Geat. |In which case
-- okay. And while that's getting set up, because we have bunped
your schedule a little bit, and your anticipation was doing --
Board, | would suggest that we take up the notion that we have,
and | will categorize it as a notion to conpel.

And as we are all aware, it is a motion that this
Board instruct the applicant to produce certain docunentations to
the community. And others can characterize it or summarize it
other ways, if it's appropriate or | haven't done it justice.

W have the motion -- and then there's a secondary
part of the nmotion -- if we do not conpel the applicant to
produce, that we actually strike from the record certain
docunentation that we have not conpelled to produce. W do have
a response from M. Keys dated June 24th to this notion.

MR GRAHAM May | speak to it briefly?

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Yes, briefly, because | think

you' ve done an anple job outlining it in the witten subm ssion.
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But, M. Gaham |'l|l give you a nonent.

MR GRAHAM Sure. I just want to put it in the
context of what happened last time, because we heard sone
testinony from Ms. O Connor and from M. Andres that relied upon
background information. And | thought that the request would be
considered pretty reasonable in light of what the w tnesses
actually said in response to questions from the nenbers of the
Board as well as from ne.

And | would just refresh the nenbers of the Board
that if one reviews the transcript, for exanple, Menber Etherly
asked, "Did your parking survey take a look at the node of
transportation that visitors to the facility nornally undertook?

If you're a visitor to the facility, are you primarily com ng by
car or by taxi or by nmetro?" And Ms. O Connor answered, "CGood
gquestion. W did do that. The specifics we can share with you

| don't know what the results are off the top of ny head."

| asked for those specifics in ny letter, and we
never got anythi ng back

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: What was the page cite on
t hat ?

MR GRAHAM That's transcript at 81

M. Andres testified that they had perforned
enpl oyee surveys that The Hone had adm nistered. Transcript at
135. M. Andres testified that he |ooked at various sign-in

logs. Transcript at 137 and 138.
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And then, M. Keys told this Board that when M.
Et herly asked whether a visitors' sign-in log recorded |icense
pl ate nunmbers, M. Keys said, "I think that for the traffic M.
Andres can probably provide a copy of the visitor |og from one of
the prior periods." That's at the transcript at 93.

Again, | asked for the log. M. Etherly asked for
the log. W haven't seen it.

Wth regard to the parking garage, again, M. Kogan
-- Comm ssi oner Kogan asked how nmuch parking the earlier plan for
underground parking would have created, and M. O Connor
responded, "I don't renmenber the specifics. | can provide them
for you." That's at the transcript at 95.

And then, wth regard to alternative parking
prograns, | asked Ms. O Connor how much it would cost per year to
institute a valet program instead of building a parking lot for
$2 nillion, and she said, "I don't know" | asked her how nuch
it would cost to institute a shuttle program and she said, "I
don't renenber.” In fact, answered to the valet, "It's not |
don't know. It's that | don't renenber. But we can provide
that." The transcript at 121.

| also asked her, "If you took that noney and you
created a fund for the valet nanagenent, would it be nore or |ess
costly?" and she said she didn't renmenber that from the top of
her head. So ny expectation when we ended last tine was that we

woul d get some of this information, so we could see that which
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their own experts relied on and The Honme relied on, and that's
all we're asking for.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: I ndeed. Well, let nme take up
first, in ternms of conpelling production of relevant infornmation
or evidence, certainly, the Board has jurisdiction within the
hearing if it is required for our own deliberative process as
part of the case and as part of the testinony to require
subm ssion of that docunentation. That docunentation obviously
would be given to all parties in the case and provided in the
public record in the case.

That brings nme to the point that we are here, and
we are in this hearing, and | -- | would be of mnd to deny the
notion to conpel, not based on relevancy or appropriateness of
that requested, but, rather, on nore of a procedural natter that
it is outside of our -- of the Board's -- well, I don't think the
Board wants to create that latitude of its authority in
conpelling information to be delivered outside the hearing, which
| have -- which is the way | essentially viewthis notion at this
time.

And there on the second part, having stricken
informati on because it wasn't provided outside of our public
hearing, would | think jeopardize the integrity of our own
heari ng process because that would be inportant aspects to, one
the substantiation and the making of a case, but, two, and nost

importantly, for our own deliberative process and in formng our
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decision on this case.

But | would hear others. M. Nay?

COW SSI ONER MAY: | would tend to agree, generally
speaking, with what you' ve laid out. | think that the -- if
there is such additional information out there that nmay have been
requested, if not very directly, by the Commssion, it is

certainly in the applicant's best interest to provide that

i nf ormati on.

However, | don't feel that we are in a position to
conpel themto provide anything. | nmean, it's sinply a matter of
making their case. And | also think, frankly, the -- any party
to the case or any individual is certainly init -- would be in a

position to point out the holes or discrepancy in the applicant's
case and the lack of information, |ack of supporting information,
as appropriate.

| don't see that there is reason to either conpel
production of backup information or -- or strike anything that
has been presented. I nmean, we base our decision on what has
been presented, and | would just hope that the applicant would
present as nuch information as possible to nake the best cases
possi bl e, and that the parties would do the sane.

CHAI RPERSON  CGRI FFI S: That's an excellent point
that | had passed over. And, clearly, M. Gaham and the ANC
would have the opportunity to cross examne in order to

substantiate the lack of docunentation. It would, therefore, go
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to not nmaking a case.

So any ot hers?

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Wl l, M. Chairnman, it
is disappointing that when an applicant states that they would
conply with providing this, they offer to provide and then they
do not cone forward with these docunments. That is discouraging
and di stressing.

| feel that we are able to ask for these itens. |
think we should remnd the applicant that the applicant stated
that it would share this material with us. And | think that the
applicant should take heed, and this information should be
forthcom ng

CHAl RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Cood. Thank you, M.
Renshaw.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW But that could be
separate fromthis notion to conpel

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  Indeed. And | also want to
restate that we're not done here. So the opportunity for
submi ssion of information -- and | don't take it that at this
point full docunentation hasn't been provided, that the applicant
will not provide it. They have, and continue to have, the
opportunity as we see fit. If it doesn't come in voluntary, we
can obviously give direction on that.

Ckay. Any other conments? I will give you an

opportunity to speak, but | would nove that we deny the nmotion to
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conpel, and, subsequently, in the alternative, also deny the
notion to strike evidence as based on the submssion by M.
G aham

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Second.

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Thank you, M. May. Any
di scussion?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: M/ reason is, one, specific
inthis case, we are continuing this fromApril. There was anple
time previous to April, as the requirements woul d have been, for

a submission of a request for party status. W are now coning to
the end of June. It is difficult to continue a case and then
bring on parties. W have already heard witnesses. This case

has -- is in progress. So procedurally it becomes sonewhat
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difficult.

Secondly, we do have an ANC as a party in this
case, so | do not think that it would jeopardize the ANC

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW However, this ANC had
The Washington Hone within its boundaries before redistricting.
That is the case. And we are adding, for instance, nore people
today and testinony. And | think that if the ANC can read the
record and be brought up to date, bring itself up to date, the
matters at hand, then the ANC would be qualified to --

CHAl RPERSON (RI FFI'S:  Yes.

MR ESPENSCH ED:  So --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S Vel |, here's for
clarification. Wth the redistricting that happened, did the
speci fi c ANC nenber change?

MR ESPENSCH ED: |I'msure it did. | don't see how
it could not have. The boundary of the ANC --

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI'S: | see

MR ESPENSCH ED: -- changed, was noved. So we had
a Comm ssioner whose district included The Home, but we now do

not have a Comm ssi oner whose district includes The Hone.
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: But that Conmissioner is
still -- the boundary didn't change so that that Conm ssioner
actually joined a new ANC. It actually maintains in 3C but |ost
The Hone, is that correct?

MR ESPENSCH ED: There was suf fici ent
rearrangenent that it would be difficult to discern that. W' d
have to | ook at the map to see --

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Yes, yes. \Well, can anyone
figure out the redistricting? | know That's why | say, it's
not nmapped yet. So --

MR ESPENSCH ED: Vell, the issue we're here to
raise goes to The Hone's -- | nean, it's not a factual issue. It
goes to The Hone's failure to abide by the order that this Board
issued when it was in our district. And it is in continuing
violation of that order, and that's the issue which our ANC
w shes to address.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ckay. Can you do that with
straight testinony? O are you wanting to have cross exam nation
privileges and also avail yourself to the responsibilities of
party status?

MR ESPENSCH ED. Al though we'd prefer party
status, | don't think it's necessary for our purpose, because the
cross exam nation we would do would be likely to be redundant to
that which is going to be done by 3F and by the represented

citizens.
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CHAIRPERSON CGRIFFIS:  And if it was redundant, we
woul dn't hear it. So --

MR ESPENSCH ED:  Ckay.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  That being said, let ne go to
the applicant for coment.

MR KEYS: M. Chairman --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S Yes.

MR KEYS: -- | would certainly resist any idea
that 3C should be a party in this case, and | would ask the Board
to remenber that we have had parties parachuting out of the sky
in this case. No one in this case has presented thenmselves in a
tinmely nmanner. Here there is no -- the Board's rules indicate
that you can waive rules for good cause shown.

There is no denonstration of any cause for why they
couldn't be a part of this case in a tinmely manner. | think if
the ANC wants to participate in this case it can do so as a
person in opposition at the appropriate point in the proceedi ng.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay. Thank you.

M. G aham any opini on?

MR GRAHAM | don't have a view, but | think the
point they raise is very interesting of the lack of conpliance.
It seems to me that this Board's view on that is all that
matters.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

SECRETARY PRU TT: Excuse ne, M. Chair. Just for
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clarification on the record, | -- staff was mstaken. 3C was not
notifi ed.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

SECRETARY PRUI TT: So they did not receive -- we
notified --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S Ckay.

SECRETARY PRU TT: -- 3F, 3F-06, Gty Council --
and the Gty Council person.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. And does ANC- 3F have
an opinion? And let nme say while she's comng up that, clearly,
we've run into this before in terns of the redistricting and the

conplication that that has, in fact, had on applications that

have changed wards or ANCs. Vell, anyway, so it's a tenporary
confusion, but hopefully we'll get it straightened out.
M5. PERRY: I think ANG-3F would like to see 3C a

party to this case, because The Hone and the previous BZA
application that they' re abiding on was witten when The Hone was
in 3C. And they have nore know edge of it than 3F does. | think
with the understanding --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S Ckay.

MS. PERRY: -- that cross examnation won't be
redundant or lengthy, | would like themto have -- we would Iike
themto have party status.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Cood. Two things. Can |

have -- did -- I'm not sure if you introduced yourself. G ve
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your nane and address.

MR ESPENSCHI ED: I''m Peter Espenschi ed. Addr ess
is 3414 Newark Street, 20016.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  kay. Here is ny --

MR KEYS: M. Chair?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: Yes.

MR KEYS: May | add -- just the record indicates
in the supplenental information filed by the applicant that we
have participated with ANC 3C --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: | ndeed.

MR KEYS: -- in this matter. And | would direct
the Coimmssion's attention to item 16, which is the fourth page
of that supplenmental, which indicates that the package -- the BZA
application package was distributed to ANC GConm ssioner John
VWl sh, and this is at the neeting of Novenber 15th of ANC 3F.

And, previously, as indicated in item12, there had
been prior discussions wth Conmissioner John Wl sh regarding the
expansion plans. So it's not a question of them not being aware
that this was happening

MR ESPENSCHI ED: M. Chairman, | need to
respectfully disagree on the natter of awareness. | am not aware
of M. Wlsh's contact. He is a Conmissioner for 3C but not for
this district, not for the district that adjoins The Home. And
the Chairman of the Commission and the Conmission's office were

not aware of this until very recently.
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

MR ESPENSCHI ED: In fact, the matter was brought
to our attention through the O eveland Park Ctizens Association,
which -- for which you may have a letter on record on the sane
matter as 3Cis raising -- nanely, of process.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay. Board nenbers, | woul d
suggest that, one, that we -- | don't think it's unreasonable
that 3F would consult with 3C on issues, especially of cross
exam nation and presenting a case. And, two, that as 3C is here,
that we would have them give testinony as a person in this case.
And | think that would be appropriate, but | wll let others
speak to that.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chairman, | would
suggest that ANC 3C be allowed party status. First of all, the
SMD Commi ssioner did not receive any notice about this, and the
Commi ssion should be at the table to bring perspective on the
past order.

Al so, since ANG3C and 3F will be conferring, there
will not be any duplication of testinony, cross exam nation, so |
don't think that we have to fear that. But | feel that this ANC
should be allowed to have party status, and the ANC will judge
how nmuch they want to relate to this case fromthere.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN M. Chair?

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: Yes.

MEMBER ZAl DAI N: | have a question. This may be
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semanti cal . But the resolution that was subnitted, as far as |
read it, was not requesting party status, and | think you just
stated that you didn't need to have party status. Correct? You
said that you could operate under just direct testinony?

CHAl RPERSON  GRI FFI S R ght . And, nor e
specifically and directly, are you prepared to make a case for
party status right now?

MR ESPENSCH ED: | said we would prefer party
status, but it's not essential for our purposes.

MEMBER ZAl DAl N: I"'minclined to vote against the
nmotion for party status, but --

COW SSI ONER MAY: | think that, given that we will
have the opportunity to hear what ANGC-3C has to say as an
individual, and I'm certain there will be no shortage of cross
exam nation on the issues, that | -- | do feel that there will be
sufficient representation of any information that ANC 3C woul d
have to bring to the table.

And | think, frankly, we -- there is sonething to

be said for the fact that this is a -- a -- not an insignificant
project, and that to get a request from -- for party status at
this point, | mean, we do have rules about this, and it wouldn't

have been too difficult to comply, to get party status for ANC 3C
if they had applied in advance.
VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  Yes. But they did not

receive official notice fromthis office that this case was going
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to be forthcom ng.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: That's true, but there are
mul ti pl e means by which people are notified of projects and cases
before the BZA. And it's very hard to believe that there was no
one of responsibility in ANG3C who was aware of this project
many nonths ago. So --

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW Vell, perhaps M.
Espenschied could clarify. And also, when you say that you
prefer party status, would you give us sone information about
that, some background?

MR ESPENSCH ED: Yes. Well, first of all, to make
the record about the situation nmore conplete, | should nake clear
that the single nmenber district of ours, of 3Cs, which adjoins
The Hone, though it does not include it, is presently vacant.

And that may have conplicated this nmatter in ternms of people

know ng.

But | do want to say in response to M. Miy's
observation that, first of all, our plate is very full wth
i ssues, and we genuinely were not aware until recently of this
nmatter. I'm a nenber of the Planning and Zoning Conmittee. It

has heard a nunber of cases over the past two nonths, and this
was not -- we were not aware of this.

SECRETARY PRU TT: M. Chair, | also would like to
state for the record our procedures don't require us to notice

the adjoining ANC. W try to do that as a courtesy. Sonetimes
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we mss, but it is not required by our procedures. Procedurally,
we only are required to notice the ANC in which the subject
property is | ocated.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay.

MR ESPENSCH ED: W are not conpl ai ni ng about the
l ack of notice.

CHAIRPERSON GRIFFI'S: R ght. No, and we appreciate
that, although we'll hear all conplaints.

(Laughter.)

But if you want to keep them to yourself, that's
fine.

I think this 1is comng up because of the
redistricting, which is -- as | stated, it's kind of a tenporary
adj ust ment . But to that, 3F -- the district is what it is, and
the property is nowwithin it. And so although it may be new, it
certainly is part of its responsibility and part of its
jurisdiction.

| think it's absolutely appropriate, and it is by
our regul ations, the ANC which the -- is granted party status.

MR ESPENSCH ED: M. Chairman, you asked ne to
address -- answer your question about why we would want party
st at us.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Wll, M. Renshaw did, and
what I'm-- and I'Il hear you out briefly. But what | -- really,

what we're trying to decide here is whether we conpel you to make
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the case for party status at this tine. But why don't vyou
briefly tell us why you believe you want it.

MR ESPENSCH ED: It affects the order in which we
would be heard and the issue that we are going to discuss,
primary issue -- is one which actually we had thought, had the
opportunity existed, we would even raise as a prelimnary natter.
And we think that it would be in the interest of procedural
efficiency for it to be heard up front rather than later as a --
in the hearing of proponents and opponents.

CHAlI RPERSON GRI FFI S: So you want party status to
bring up a prelimnary matter?

MR ESPENSCH ED: A natter which should be heard as
early in the proceedings as possible. Qoviously, it's too late
for a prelimnary natter. But it is our belief that under the
conditions which | can describe, to the degree that you wll hear
them we think that the Board should not even be hearing this
case fromthis applicant at this tine.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: M. Chairman, this probably

relates to the issue that was raised by the develand Park

Gtizens Association -- | think was the one that -- about the
current conditions and why this -- The Hone is currently in --
because they are overparking the existing parking lot. Is this

the issue that you're tal ki ng about ?
MR ESPENSCH ED: Yes, that's essentially the

issue. It's a question of the integrity of the zoning plan, the
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Board's mmintenance of it, and the consequences of hearing such
an --

CHAl RPERSON CGRI FFI S: I think what you're dancing
around is you believe that you can bring a notion to dismss that
woul d be upheld. |Is that correct?

MR ESPENSCH ED:  Yes.

CHAI RPERSON CRIFFI'S:  And it would be based on the
fact that -- | nmean, we're really -- we're going beyond here. W
need to establish whether you have party status or not. Can that
not be brought up through the ANC, that it has party status? You
know, you could have that motion witten out, have them provide
the notion, they can call you as a witness to support the notion,
if | was to give a little bit of advice.

I's there any other reasons you'd -- outside of that
and giving -- well, that's attendant to your testinony also. Any
ot her reasons that you see the need for requesting party status?

MR ESPENSCH ED: No, M. Chairnman. That's it.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

M5. PERRY: M. Giffis, | think | need to clarify
sonet hi ng. The Honme has been in ANG-3F now for a nunber of
years. It was the previous redistricting, not the recent one,
that put The Home in our ANC

COW SSI ONER MAY:  It's still there?

MB. PERRY: It's still in our --

(Laughter.)
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COW SSI ONER MAY: kay. Just --

M5. PERRY: | just wanted to clarify, because of
the two redistrictings, The Home has been bounced around.

CHAl RPERSON CRIFFI'S:  Done. | would think that we
invite 3C to give testinony as a person in the case and to
advise, as it will, its adjoining Commssion 3F. And | will ask
that be seconded as a notion.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Second.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Thank you. Anyone el se want
to speak to it?

MEMBER ETHERLY: M. Chair, | don't want to exhaust

-- | don't want to exhaust the issue. It's a close question.
It's a very close question. Initially, I was inclined to vote
agai nst the request, and | still am But | just wanted to note

for the record that it is a very close question, particularly
because there is sone prior know edge there that could perhaps be
usef ul .

But | think with close consultation wth vyour
col | eagues from 3F, we can still vet a lot of those issues in a
very full and conpl ete nmanner.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Not to nmention at their own
tinme for testinony.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chairman, | amin
favor of 3C being a party in the case, representing imediate

contiguous residents to The Hone, and | believe that the fullest
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representation of those contiguous residents to The Hone woul d be
nmade by 3C s having party status.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ckay. Qhers? Al those in
favor of the motion, signify by saying aye.

(Chorus of ayes.)

And opposed?

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW  (pposed

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Thank you, M. Renshaw. W
can record the vote when staff is able.

V5. BAI LEY: The vote is four-zero-one to oppose
ANC-3C to becone a party. M. @iffis made the notion, M. My
seconded, M. Etherly and M. Zaidain is in support, Ms. Renshaw
i s opposed.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Thank you

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW So the vote would be
f our - one- zero.

M5. BAILEY: Four-one-zero

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Good. M. Gaham what ANC

are you in?

MR GRAHAM | believe it's about to change. I
believe it's going to change in the next few weeks. |'ve been --
CHAl RPERSON Rl FFI S: Don't start with the

shenani gans.
(Laughter.)

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW |Is it C or F?
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MR GRAHAM C.

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Ckay. Ckay. It doesn't
matter. | was just --
MR GRAHAM | know I'm nmoving from-- we've been

told we're noving fromone to the other.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S Ckay.

MR GRAHAM W re in 3C I am inforned
di spositively.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  kay. Cood.

MR GRAHAM O at least nost |oudly.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: I n which case | think we were
going to do sonething. And if I'mnot mstaken, you were calling
your architect. Is that correct? Then, let us proceed with
t hat .

M. Gaham | would ask you if you could take a
seat, give the table to the applicant to present their case, and
we can nove ahead.

MR KEYS: Menbers of the Board, Laurie Dickeson is
the project architect. | wll ask her to introduce herself and,
in the interest of time, to give the Board a quick overview of
the site, focus on the hospice addition as an initial matter, and
then nmove to the parking and the topographical issues that we'd
like to bring to their attention.

V5. DI CKESON: M/ nane is Laurie D ckeson. [''m

with Anos Bailey Arnold Architects in Baltinore.
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CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Yes. Actually, why don't you
bring your boards a little bit closer, and they might be able to
use that mke. Could we just stop the clock for a second?

Let ne just beforehand -- M. Gaham you can't see

it, nor can the ANC. So what I'mgoing to do is ask you -- you

can angle themout a little bit further. | just thought we'd get
it close to the table, so that you could get the mke. |ndeed.
And it is part of this -- the documentation is part of the

subm ssion that | think everyone m ght have.

M. Gaham you have the site plans. Wre you
delivered the submi ssions? You can bring it right over on that
si de.

MEMBER ETHERLY: And | would suggest if the ANC
representative also wants to perhaps better position him or
her sel f.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: kay. Geat. Can you reach?
Fabul ous.

V5. DI CKESON: | apologize, north is down on this
board for this draw ng. Upton Street runs along the north side
of the property, 37th Street on the east side.

The white shows the existing building. Most  of
this area is a three-story building. This portion right here is
where the existing hospice unit is, and this area indicates the
one-story addition that's going on to that. This is directly

adjacent of the main circular entrance drive and the canopy
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entranceway to the facility.

This is a floor plan, which is an enlargenment of
just this area here. This shows the entrance from the circular
drive. This is the existing hospice unit. There are nine
patient roons. The expansi on proposes an addition of four roons,
one story, as all of this is one story. This is the Upton Street
or the north elevation |looking fromthis direction. It's sinply
an extension of the existing building, same height, sane
materials, brick and precast concrete.

These are the other views. It's designed to be as
much an extension and unobtrusive as possible. It extends an
additional 12 feet from the building on the north side of the
facility.

To introduce you to the site, I'd like to talk a
little bit about the character of the adjoining streets. These
are photographs of the streets and the neighboring properties
around the home. The first one shows Upton Street |ooking west.

To the left is The Washington Hone's property. To the right are
the residential properties across the street.

This shows the large trees that are -- the nmature
trees that are on the north side of The Home's property, and the
character of the trees and | andscaping on the rest of the street.

You can also see on the right side there are very tall utility
poles actually with power lines and streetlights all along the

north side of the street.
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This is a view looking from The Wshi ngton Hones
property north across to those neighbors there. And you can,
agai n, see the |andscaping, the lights, and just the character of
Upton Street.

This is looking from the northeast back down
sout hwest towards The Home's property. This is the intersection
of 37th and Upton. To orient you, this is the northeast corner
of The Washington Honme's property, and that's the cupola that
we'll be talking about a little later when we tal k about the site
pl an.

This is a view down Upton Street, again from --

fromthe east, kind of looking west. This is west going toward
Wsconsin. This is the -- you can begin to see the beginning of
the existing berm that we'll be talking about and the beginning

of one of the large trees.

This is looking kind of the other direction from
the other side of the street back toward The Hone's property. To
the right here is the entrance to the circular drive to the
facility, and that shows the l|arge sycamores and poplars on the
berm

This is standing on The Honme's property | ooking

directly east, sort of at the crest of the berm And this is

goi ng downhill toward Upton Street, and those are the large trees
that we'll be discussing.
I'mgoing to turn this over. | have to apol ogi ze.
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The renmaining site drawings show north at the top as is
appropri ate. So I'd like to begin to show it that way as we
di scuss the site.

Again, Upton Street, toward that direction is
W sconsi n. Directly adjacent to the west is the post office
property; 37th Street on this side. Resi dential properties on
the north side and on the east. To the south is the Sidwell
Friends School property. So there are no inmmredi ate nei ghbors on
the -- residential neighbors on the southern border of the
property.

The plan for the enlarged parking is shown --
what's shown in gray is the parking schene that we're proposing.
The existing parking is shown with a heavy dashed Iine. What
happens, this existing circular drive remains unchanged.
Entrances to the site from Upton and a service entrance from 37th
Street renai n unchanged.

The existing parking is 90 feet from Upton Street
at its furthest north point. W are proposing extending that
line and squaring off this existing kind of nmeandering lot. The
existing parking is 58 feet from 37th Street, and we're proposing
extendi ng from about that same point, again, out to the corner.

This is the cupola that shows up in the photograph.
This is the location of the berm the raised ground, and the
large trees, which tend to be on the north side of the bermas it

goes downhill toward Upton.
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The plan for the parking and the extension of this
line means that we're actually behind the crest of the berm and
this parking that we're adding in this area is below the top of
the bermand not visible fromUpton Street.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: That line that you're on
right now, it looks as if it may be cutting into the berm

M5. DICKESON: It does begin --

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Is there --

V5. DI CKESON: It begins to cut into the berm as
you nove east. Ckay?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: So you're anticipating that
there woul d have to be sonme sort of small curb or retaining --

M5. DICKESON. W anticipate a small retaining wall
begi nning probably in here, and which would gradually get taller
as we go toward this end. Al though the berm also falls as you
nove east, so that the grade of the parking begins to converge
with the existing grade. The site is fairly level in this area
ri ght now.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: And another question while
you're going through the site plan. Do you have an existing site
pl an? I understand that the dashed line is showing us the
exi sting parking configuration on the site.

M5. DICKESON: M civil engineer has one.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. Was that previously

subm tted?
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MB. DICKESON: | don't believe so.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. What size -- do you
have that with you? 1'm not -- you do. You have eight sets?
You antici pated the question.

(Laughter.)

Al right. W don't give extra credit, but that's
a great thing.

(Laughter.)

| think it would be appropriate if we could have
that now, because | think that's helpful for us in ternms of
| ooking at the new site plan, if it's appropriate, M. Keys, to
submt that.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN M. Chair?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S Yes.

MEMBER ZAl DAl N: Wiile he's doing that, | have a
guestion. You were tal king about the retaining wall and howit's
going to be increasing in height, which is obviously noting bel ow
-- you know, how far below grade the lot is going to be. How
high will the retaining wall be at its highest point?

V5. DI CKESON: I'm not sure of the precise nunber
as the final grading plan is not worked out. But | don't --

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

M5. DI CKESON: -- anticipate it would be higher
than two or three feet at the nost.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.
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CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: And the estimating --

obviously, we're not |ooking at a topographic representation of

the site.

MB. DI CKESON:  Right.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: But the top of the bermas --
what would you estinmate the top height of that? | nmean, what
kind of elevation are we looking at? The photographs | think

represent it, but just to kind of get --

M5. DICKESON: Yes, | think if you're --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: -- a benchmark.
V5. DI CKESON: -- if you re standing on Upton
Street, your line of sight -- the bermis either just bel ow that,

dependi ng on where you are al ong Upton, because there's sone --

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Jearly.

M5. DICKESON: -- change in the slope as you nove
along Upton Street. Gkay. Yes, if you have the --

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ch, we do have it.

M5, Dl CKESON Yes. If you have the civil
engineer's existing conditioning plans, the existing topography
is shown on the site, and you can see, really, the crest of the
berm Yes, it's above the 354 line, probably at the highest
poi nt of the berm

And if | were standing directly north of that on
the Upton Street sidewalk, | mght be -- gosh, it looks like |I'm

even 10 feet below the highest point of the bermif |I'm reading
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this right.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: It does look that -- to be
fromthe -- as it -- towards the center as it goes to the curb.
W're at --

M5. DI CKESON.  Yes.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S: -- 344,

M5. DI CKESON:  44.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: | see. Ckay. So that puts
it into sone -- sone general paraneters of what we're |ooking at.

O her questions? Ckay.

M5. DICKESON: | would say al so that the additional
paved area that we're showing on this site represents a 7.4
percent increase in the total inpervious coverage. Now that's
counting the area occupied by the building and the drives in the
parking. Just to kind of give you a sense of the scope of that.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN: So with the structure and with the
parking lot, you're increasing it by 7.4 percent? Dd |
understand that right?

M5. DI CKESON: I"m increasing the inpervious area
by an additional 7.4 percent.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

M5, DI CKESON: But 1'd like to give you the
nunbers. The existing parking |ot shown here was marked with 75
spaces. The new parking lot adds 98 spaces. So for that anount

of increase of paving area, we're able to acconmmodate a | ot nore
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cars. And that's because the existing parking, although it's
attractive in the islands and the |andscaping, it's inefficient
in terns of the amount of paving that's been put down for the
nunber of cars that it can acconmodate

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Dd you say you have |ess
than ei ght percent increase in inpervious surface?

M5, DI CKESON: Yes. So the new parking, by
squaring it off -- and we don't extend any closer to Upton and
37th than the previous closest points were, but we're able to
acconmpdate a lot nore cars just because it's nore efficient.

MR KEYS: M. Dickeson, before you | eave the issue
of the parking, could you briefly address in the proposed area?
The green space requirenent that is associated with parking |ots
and whether this site plan, as you propose it, neets those
requirements.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  The five percent requirenent?

M5. DI CKESON:  Yes.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Sorry to present. W have
that. Go ahead.

M5. DICKESON: The zoning regulations require five
percent of the interior of the parking lot to be devoted to
| andscaping. The existing and proposed -- the conplete parking
as a result of this scheme, has a total of seven percent of the
interior devoted to green space. That's these islands that are

shown in here. So that's -- that represents seven percent of the
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parking and drives within the site.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Actually, that's inportant.
Do you want to just point themout as the Board | ooks?

M5. DI CKESON:  Thi s.

CHAI RPERSON (Rl FFI'S: | ndeed.

MBS, DI CKESON: And it's the natural extension of
the perineter. So I'm counting this, this, these islands, the
corner that's been carved away, and these i sl ands.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: Ckay. And part of the |oss
of let's call it the green space in the current parking
configuration is that center island. |Is that correct?

V5. DI CKESON: R ght. R ght now, we're show ng
i slands here and here. But this center island is not represented
in the proposed parKking.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  What percentage of green
space do you have now?

M5. DICKESON: W thin the parking?

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Yes.

M5. DI CKESON:  Seven percent.

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW  Exi sti ng.

M5. DI CKESON: Seven percent -- oh, I'msorry, in
the existing plan.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Yes.

MB. DICKESON: | don't know. | haven't calcul ated

t hat.
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VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Coul d you cal cul ate that
and let us know? And also, how nuch | and mass -- by squaring off
the parking, how nuch land are you turning from green space to
paved surface?

MB. DICKESON. There was a chart | think with that
data submitted in the application, which quantifies the square
footage of the existing parking and the additional -- the
existing area of parking was 46,000 square feet, and there's an
addi tional 18,000 proposed. That's just the parking surface, not
the total coverage of the |ot.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  And you're reading from
a chart in the --

MR KEYS: Ms. Renshaw, that's on page 12 of the
applicant's subm ssion.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Thank you. [It's good to
have the reference.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Just for ny coll eagues, that would

be Exhibit Nunber 4 in the file.

M5. DI CKESON: As part of the parking |Iot
renovation or redoing, we wll be redoing the lighting in the
par ki ng. The existing parking lighting -- there's a photo here

that you can barely see one of the poles. The existing parking

is illumnated by two types of fixtures. There is a 12-foot pole
that's a shoebox type fixture. There's a -- which neans -- you
can alnmost see -- it's like a box shape on top. And what that

does is prevent light from escaping above the level of the
fixture. It ains all of the lighting down.

As opposed to the kinds of |lights that are
typically the streetlights in the neighborhood, which have no

cutoff and send light basically out in every direction. So the

existing lot is illuminated by -- | think |I located where the
pol es are. I think there's 10 or 11 poles in the existing |ot,
and they don't -- they are not placed near property boundaries.

There are some at the perineter of the existing
lot, but they are not on the side that's nearest 37th Street.
They tend to be in the islands and nmore on this side.

The other type of fixture which serves to fill in
areas where the poles aren't adequately illumnating, there is
about a three-foot tall bollard-type fixture, which throws Iight

-- keeps light low on the ground, and it also has a cutoff so

that light -- you can't see a light source above the top of the
bollard. It cuts it off.

And those are used to fill in areas around the
poles and also illumnate the pedestrian circulation from the

parking to the building. W\at we're proposing is an extension of
that concept, which is the 12-foot pole, again, with a cutoff
type fixture, which will restrict the light from being seen above
the level of the fixture.

And then -- which is denonstrated a little bit in

this diagram of keeping the light down low, and then in-filling
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again at the pedestrian areas and at areas of the parking that
are near the perineter of the site, with the |ow bollard-type
fixture, which also has the cutoff and prevents light from-- a

i ght source from being seen above that |evel.

The existing lot lighting is -- probably the
average illumnpnation level is a little low for what would be
reconmmended for a quiet residential area, but it's close. It's

mai nl y kind of uneven. And with the use of the bollards, we hope
to be able to kind of even it out. But, again, the lighting wll
be unobtrusive from outside of the site, given that the poles are
| ocated sone distance from the perineter and the light is all
shi ni ng down.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Wiat kind of lights are
you usi ng?

M5. DI CKESON: The existing fixtures, if you mean
the lanp type, is a high pressure sodium which is conpatible
with what's in the neighborhood, as the surrounding residences
typically have incandescent lights which are a warmer vyellow
col or. That was the lighting that was used when the |ot was
originally done, and we woul d use the sane type of lanping in the
new fi xtures.

CHAI RPERSON (R FFI S: Any concern on that, M.
Renshaw? Are you clear on the different |anping types?

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW Yes. It was just to

find out whether or not you are using any hal ogen |ights.
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M5. DICKESON. W haven't proposed it. There are
none in the surroundi ng area. The tall streetlights, which are
probably 25, 30 feet tall -- 1'm not exactly sure of their
hei ght, but they are very tall -- are kind of a cobra-head type
fixture, and they are also high pressure sodium So that's
consistent with the lighting both on -- the appearance of the
lighting on the residences and the streetlights that are
t hr oughout t he nei ghbor hood.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  So it will not be that
stark white or --

M5. DI CKESON: Right.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  -- white-blue |ight.

M5. DICKESON: Right. It's a warmyellow sh tone.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Ckay.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: I"'m a big fan of the cold
white lights actually.

(Laughter.)

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW "Il talk to vyou
af t erwards.

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Ckay. Al right. Q her
guest i ons? That is actually a great lighting debate, but we

won't have it here.
Ckay. Anything else on that? Board, are you all
clear? Actually, there's some | think very illustrative diagrans

for how the lighting -- what has just been described, how the
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lighting is thrown onto the site, the bollard lighting is there,
and also the larger fixtures. So | think it's -- and it's -- can
everyone see the diagramon the far left? Because that shows all
three conditions. Actually, the street lighting, if |I'm reading
that correctly --

M5. DI CKESON.  Right.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  -- the street lighting -- the
fixture -- the 12-foot fixture and then the bollard fixture.
Ckay. And now do we have -- we don't have that in

the file as of yet, correct?
MR KEYS: M. Chair, | believe that was --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ch, okay. You can correct

me. W do?

MR KEYS: | believe that was left the last tinme we
were here. It may not have been. W can certainly nake this
available. |It's sinply a reduction of the chart.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Yes, indeed. Well, we just
need to verify the fact that we do have it. Have you seen it?
Ckay. I'll check the main file, and we'll -- we'll let you know

if that's the case.

Ckay. Q her questions? Anything further? Good.
I would --

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Just to clarify, M.
Di ckeson, you're not noving the cupola at all.

M5. DICKESON: No, the cupola remains where it is.
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VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Al right. And the

di stance from the cupola to the parking area now versus what it
woul d be after the cutback. Can you tell ne those --

M5. DICKESON: | cannot tell you exactly. | would
-- | guess eyeballing the scale of the drawing, it nmay be 60 feet
from the parking now.  The closest point when we're done it may
be 20 feet, very approxi mately.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: M. Chairman, can | ask a
guestion? I'm sorry. I mssed where you were. Am |
interrupting you? kay.

M5. DI CKESON: No.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Just so | understand, having
seen this new plan here, the entire slope is -- or the entire
site is sloping toward a high point in the lower |[eft-hand
corner, which is southwest now |Is that right? O south --

MB. DI CKESON: Yes, this is southwest. The site
overal |l slopes and the streets slope to this corner.

COW SSI ONER MAY: Al right. And even through the
parking lot, so the parking lot, you know, where the front door
of the building is higher than the bern®

V5. DI CKESON: | believe that's correct. | think
that the -- | think that the first floor building elevation is --
no, it is 361.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Yes.

M5. DDCKESON: So it is taller than the berm
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COW SSI ONER MAY:  And yet the way the site works
-- | mean, not -- it's one of those things you can't really
appreciate without actually seeing it. But if you stand on the
streets, on the north and on the east side, and look at the
building, really all you can see is the bermright now, right?

M5. DICKESON. That's true fromUpton Street. This
area is actually fairly level here, and there is a view of the
parking existing as you' re comng along 37th Street.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Now, with the new parking |ot,
you' re planning on naintaining approxi nately the same grades. So
you're not going to be cutting the -- doing any cutting of that
sl ope?

M5. DI CKESON: The existing parking surface
generally slopes from-- this whole surface sl opes down as you go
northeast. W're going to continue that slope. So this will be
-- there will be sone cutting on the back side of the bermas we
cone to the north edge, not in this area.

COW SSI ONER - MAY: | see. So you're trying to
nestle it into the back side of the --

V5. DI CKESON:  Yes.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  -- of the bermthere.

MS. DI CKESON: It's into the back side of the berm

here, and it's to -- so it's not visible fromUpton Street.
VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Could you -- M. My,
are you -- could |I ask at this point for just sonme clarification
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of the screening, since the land, as you have brought out in the
testinony, is sloping down toward the corner?

M5. Dl CKESON In the record within the BZA
application for this, in Section 7, there are sone cross-sections
cut through the site which help to clarify the relationship of
the topography on the sidewal k with the berm and the parking. |
think the first drawing in Section 7 -- there are three section
el evations on it.

The top one is a view from Upton of the entire
site. The bottomone is a cut through the berm | ooking west, and
it indicates the viewpoint of a person at the sidewalk on Upton
Street and their relationship to the berm and to the parking.
And it shows the existing parking cut into the back of the berm

MEMBER ETHERLY: Pardon ne for interrupting, M.
Di ckeson. Just to clarify, that's the elevation that is |abeled
Washi ngton Hone and Hospice of Washington, and it has a north
el evation at top, east/west section in the mddle, and then the
north/south section at the botton?

M5. DICKESON:  That's correct.

MEMBER ETHERLY: (Ckay. A copy of that elevation is
included in the Ofice of Planning subm ssion dated March 26th.
So if you're looking for it, we can find that in the Ofice of
Pl anni ng report.

Thank you, Ms. D ckeson.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: I'd like to ask one other
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guestion about the -- this is about the five percent rule or the
five percent |andscape area within the -- or green area within
the parking Iot. Not having dealt with this in practice, are

there guidelines on how you'd interpret that?

Because it seens to ne sone of the -- your -- what
you have included one mght argue is not really -- well, | nean,
you can argue that you are pushing the definition a bit. So, but
| don't know what guidelines we have been provided, so can you
expl ai n?

M5. DICKESON: That's actually -- as an architect,
| don't go too far with the site design. I consult with civil
engi neers and | andscape architects. That's actually the gui dance
that we have received fromour civil engineers --

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Ckay. So we'll follow up with
them

M5. DICKESON: -- for the interpretation of that.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Yes. Ckay. Because there are
questions about, you know, when you cut out the corner, is that
appropriate, when you have that, you know, narrow strip? | nean,
is there some critical mass that makes it qualify, or does it --
you know, does a one-foot wide strip qualify, or two-foot wide,
etcetera?

And then, you know, the idea that it's -- that
probably half of your seven percent is clustered around six

spaces there at the center drive. Wiile, you know, on the
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nunbers it seens that the parking lot exceeds that rule, in
practice it's -- I'mnot sure that you can really say that this
-- that we are exceeding it.

Now, the rest of it, in terns of the berm and
everything else, | nean, you ought to get sone credit for that,
but --

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Yes. But it seens like if
you | ooked at past procedures for the five percent when, in fact,
we |looked at it, you would take the area off the surface parking
to the sidewal k |ine.

COW SSI ONER MAY: Wl 1, in that case --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  And that would be the buffer
created by the |andscapi ng, because where else are you going to
find it?

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Yes.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Were, in fact, | think this
is a conservative undertaking to calculate anything that's
actually within the parameter of the parking |ot. It would be
interesting -- | think it does bring up an interesting question
as to howthat is actually defined.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Sur e. Wll, that's what --
we'll get to that later.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: Wio is going to define it?

COW SSI ONER  MAY: The |andscape architect and

civil engineer.
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CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  Good. Ckay. And | think we

can also ask the OP whether they had an opportunity to |ook at
t hat. And then, if we need to further, we can get sone
information on it.

Ckay. Have we nmde it tough enough? W got
through everything on that? Any other questions? Ckay.

Yes, sir?

MR KOGAN:. M name is Phil Kogan of ANG 3F, if |
nmay address the Chair. It was a problem | think with the clock,
whi ch had run down to 33 minutes, and suddenly it went back up to
45, and | think the initial ruling here was that the applicant
woul d be given 45 minutes to present the case.

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: | ndeed. I was very well
aware of that and have been naking sonme notes on tine as best |
can. So | think we'll get it clear by the tine it's over.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Thank you for raising that, M.

For sone reason, it junped back
up, but essentially it's a five-ninute difference. So there
shoul d be five mnutes less on the clock.

V5. DI CKESON: The 30 feet is approxinate, as |

sai d. And if you're referring to the closest large tree, that
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should be scaled. | think it's at least 30, but |I'm not sure of
the exact nunmber. There would be a mninmal increase or | guess
decrease of the distance because of the construction activity.

But as part of the construction activity, as is
customary when you're working around trees -- and our |andscape
architect can speak further to this -- there will be protection
nmeasures in place to assure that the trees are protected.

MR KOGAN Ckay. Could you describe those
protection neasures that woul d be foll owed?

CHAI RPERSON CRI FFI S: I think | just heard her
state that the landscape architect would be dealing with that.
If 1'"'mnot mstaken, did you have -- do you have any invol venent
in construction -- protection of the trees?

M5. DICKESON:  No, that's not really ny field.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. Excel | ent questi on,
then, obviously for the next witness.

Ckay. M. Gahan?

MR GRAHAM  The ANC has asked me to go first, if
that's okay with you, with M. Andres.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Let ne run it by the Board
and see if they are confortable with that. Ckay.

MR GRAHAM M. Andres, you did a study of this
facility in 1985 as well as nore recently, correct?

MR ANDRES: Qur firmdid, not ne personally.

MR GRAHAM kay. And was your firmconsulted in
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1997 when The Hone canme to this board and asked for a special
exception for another 12 beds?

MR ANDRES: No. Qur firm was not involved with
the ' 97 application.

MR GRAHAM  You obtained the data in the current
report that you presented to the Board in May of 2001, correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MR GRAHAM And you made the supplenental
subm ssion to this Board -- your report was witten on January
15, 2002, about nine months |ater, correct?

MR ANDRES: Well, our report was finalized on the
15th of 2002.

MR GRAHAM And did you confer with The Hone in
between the tine you did your survey and the tine that you wote
your report about how many parking spaces they woul d want ?

MR ANDRES: As part of our scope of services, what
we had done is -- it's an iterative process as part of the site
pl an design, where we would confer with The Home on basically
pieces of information that we would need to develop our peak
parki ng demand analysis. And also, we also sat in with conmunity
nmeetings as well before we issued a final report.

MR CRAHAM kay. Now, | notice that your report
is said to be a parking analysis, not a traffic analysis, is that
correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's what the title of the
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report is.

MR GRAHAM And, in fact, you didn't do any
traffic report as to the inpact on the neighborhood of having
addi tional parking spots, did you?

MR ANDRES: The basis of our parking analysis is
that the existing condition would only generate additiona
traffic associated with the four beds that the application
identifies, from 201 beds to 205 beds. So, in terns of
additional traffic inpact, it would be additional traffic inpact
associ ated with those four beds.

MR GRAHAM So you didn't take into account the
additional traffic inpact that occurs when people find that
parking is easier than it is -- than it has previously been, did
you?

MR ANDRES: The existing condition of the parking
facility is such that you have an average of 136 spaces parked on
75 spaces, which neans that there are approximately 61 vehicles
that are "illegally parked" within the site. That means parking
in the drive aisles, parking in the fire lanes, parking in
| oadi ng zones. In sone instances, actually in several instances,
you have peopl e bl ocking in people who are parked.

The analysis associated with the parking is such
that if we -- if the hone is able to accommodate the peak parking
demand, what woul d happen is the people who are currently com ng

to the hone, who are currently parking in these spaces, parking
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in these illegal spaces, would be easier -- easily accomodated
on the site.

What this does is it -- it does a few things. The
first is that --

MR GRAHAM |If the witness could just be directed
to answer the question. It was a very sinple question.

MR ANDRES: Well, this is part of ny answer to the

guesti on.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

MR GRAHAM |'IIl leave it up to the Board.

MR ANDRES: The traffic associated with these
vehicles are still going to be there. Because you're providing
parking for these spaces for these people who are illegally
parked, these people are still comng to the site.

What this does is actually it reduces circulation
traffic currently that -- what currently happens is when |I'm an
enpl oyee or a visitor comng to The Hone, | -- the first -- ny
first instinct is to pull into The Home Iot. If there is no

parking there, then | have to basically back nyself out, because
chances are it's congested. | can't easily do that.

So, t hen, I start circulating around the
nei ghbor hood | ooking for avail able spaces. Wiat this does is
that it reduces that -- that circulation traffic associated with
The Hone users. So that, you know, if I1'm an enployee or a

visitor coming to The Hone, 1'Il cone directly to The Hone and
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see an available space; | pull in. There is no circulation
traffic associated with ny trip anynore.

MR GRAHAM (Okay. Your report doesn't discuss any
data about circulation traffic, does it?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Hs testinony did, though.
I'msorry. Co ahead.

MR GRAHAM  (xay.

CHAI RPERSON  (RI FFI S: I m sunder stood  your
guestion. It's the report. Go ahead.
MR ANDRES: Well, it --

MR GRAHAM Does the report --

MR ANDRES: -- in essence, our report does,
because as part of our peak parking demand calculation, we
identified a need for 10 percent -- if | can approach the Board
real quick.

The table that's on the easel is the table on page
11 of our report, Table 4, where we identify a factor of 10
percent to allow for efficient circulation. And that's the
activity that people looking for their parking spaces are
accounted for in our peak parking demand projections.

MR GRAHAM And you use the sane circulation
figure, no natter what project, anywhere in the District of
Col unbi a, do you not?

MR ANDRES: That circulation figure is | guess an

i ndustry percentage that we've applied for this project.
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MR GRAHAM Did you make any count while you were
at the facility of how many cars actually attenpted to circul ate
as you' ve just described?

MR ANDRES: No, we didn't.

MR GRAHAM  And your testinony is that the people
that have no shane about parking now will sinply be able to park
legally and, thus, no nore cars will be able to -- will be comng
into the neighborhood. |Is that your testinony?

MR ANDRES: Qur testinmony is that The Hone and the
peak -- and the parking supply associated with that table would
acconmodate all of the vehicles conming to The Home onsite.

MR GRAHAM Now t hat depends on your facility at
counting the nunber of cars at the site, is that correct?

MR ANDRES: Can you clarify your question?

MR GRAHAM A lot of your assunptions depend that
you' ve done correct counting of the nunber of cars on the site,
right?

MR ANDRES: Well, that's not an assunption. e
did do these counts onsite

MR GRAHAM D d you do the counts personally?

MR ANDRES: MNo, we didn't. Well, not personally.

W have staff that is assigned to do that work

MR GRAHAM So, for exanple, if there were 120

cars and they counted 130, that could make a difference in your

concl usi on, right?
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MR ANDRES: Yes, | guess so.
CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ckay. A bit specul ative, M.
Graham Go ahead.

MR GRAHAM How many spaces are painted on the | ot

now?

MR ANDRES: | believe the nunber is 78.

MR GRAHAM 78 or 757

MR ANDRES: W had counted 78 spaces.

MR GRAHAM Dd you count those yourself
personal | y?

MR ANDRES: No, | didn't. W had staff that count

t hese.

MR GRAHAM So if | told you there were actually
89 spaces painted on the lot out there, you would be surprised, |
take it?

MR ANDRES: Vell, there are spaces that aren't
| egal spaces that are painted.

MR GRAHAM  You didn't count those when you wote
in your report that there were 75 spaces painted on the grid,
ri ght?

MR KEYS: M. Chairman, | have to wonder at the
nature of the cross. W never enconpassed the painted lines in
the parking lot or testified as to that issue. I'm not sure
where the cross exam nation is going.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.
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MR GRAHAM M. Andres hinself testified that
there were 75 spaces last tine, and we counted and we found 89.
So we' re wondering what this was all about.

CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Good. And, M. Gaham |
think the Board is probably understanding where you want to go
with it. But | think it can be acconplished in several
questions. So the minutia nay not need to be dragged through on
this, but it is an interesting point where he's going, just in
terns of getting the exact count of the striping of the parking
| ot .

VW have the engineer stating that the counts by the
firmindicated that there were 78?2

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S:  Ckay.

MR ANDRES: And these are spaces that we thought
fromfield observation are | egal spaces.

CHAl RPERSON CGRIFFI'S:  Ckay. So there was actually
a decision made onsite at counting. If sonething nay have been
striped, it clearly wasn't legal on -- the staff nenber that was
counting, they would not have counted it.

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct. For exanple --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

MR ANDRES: -- there are some spaces that are
legally striped for the | oadi ng zone.

CHAl RPERSON (R FFI S: G ves some indication of how
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it was done. Kkay.

M. G ahan®?

MR GRAHAM I"I'l just turn the Board's attention
to page 5 of M. Andres' report in which he says that there are
78 mar ked surface parking spaces.

CHAI RPERSON (R FFI S: Ckay. And now, if | can
reiterate, then, we have another level of detail on what those
actual ly were. They woul d have been striped and legal, is that
correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes. |It's inplicit that those spaces

were --
CHAI RPERSON (RIFFI'S: | see.
MR ANDRES: -- were legal.
MR GRAHAM And, of course, this Board has only
authorized 75, so I'mnot sure why 78 would be legal. But we'll

| eave that to the Board to deci de.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Vell, it's a clarification
that's inmportant to be made, M. Gaham not -- and when | say
legal, I'mnot stating it in terns of conpliance with the zoning
or der. I'm stating in terms of the engineer, what they would

| ook at, and that would be size of the parking space. That would
al so be drive aisle access to his parking space.

MR ANDRES: That's correct.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

MR GRAHAM  How many people did you see that were
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parked on the grass on 37th Street, not in any parking space?

CHAI RPERSON CRI FFI S: Let me -- also, M. Gaham
if you're going to the nonconpliance of the parking lot, | rmean,
I think you can quickly get through that, because | don't think
the engineer has actually ever -- in fact, we had, if | recall
correctly, testinony and photographs showi ng cars parked in fire
lanes. | mean, we don't get nuch nore illegal than that.

So | think it's been fairly well established that
this is an overpacked parking surface at this point.

MR GRAHAM Yes. M. Giffis, if | can just
continue the cross. It goes to the accuracy and integrity of a
report from data given nore than a year ago, and |I'm sinply
trying to point out that there are some very strange things said
in the report conpared to the reality out there. And I'Il tie it
up with our own witnesses, but | think I"'mentitled on cross of a
parking expert to see can he really count. That's all I'mtrying

to do right now

CHAI RPERSON CRI FFI'S: | see.

MR GRAHAM |'IIl be very brief withit.

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: A bit strong in that
statement, but | wunderstand, and | think you can continue a
little bit. As | say, making that point, | think it was fairly

clear in the first couple of questions where you were going wth
t hat .

M/ enphasis to you would be if there is specific
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factual information that you want to refute, that is of utnost
importance. If you are trying to, in fact, refute the reputation
or the ability of the engineer, we could take all afternoon wth
that, and I'mnot sure it, in fact, would be that productive for
you.

MR GRAHAM No. I'm sure the Board knows his
reputation.

Dd you prepare sonething called an existing
conditions plan, M. Andres?

MR ANDRES: Nothing in our report has that title.

MR GRAHAM  You have a diagram on -- at Tab 2 of
your report called Existing Washi ngton Home Parking Lot Layout.

MR ANDRES: Yes, | do.

MR GRAHAM And did you conpare that chart with
the reality on the ground of how many parki ng spaces were narked
at the tinme?

MR ANDRES: This graphic was a CAD based graphic
that we borrowed fromthe civil engineer.

MR GRAHAM Where do people park -- | noticed from
your graph that you had earlier that you had people onsite early
inthe norning as well, is that correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MR GRAHAM Do all the people that cone park early
in the norning park in the | egal spaces by your definition?

MR ANDRES. VYes, that's correct.
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MR GRAHAM They do park in the illegal spaces
when they park early in the nmorning when all of the |egal spaces
are not filled. |Is that your testinony?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MR GRAHAM Is there a space reserved for the
Chair of the Board at the facility?

MR ANDRES: | believe there are visitor spaces
that are reserved. To ny nmenory, |I'm not sure if there is one
for the Chair.

MR GRAHAM Did you ever look and see if anyone
was parking in the Chair of the Board' s space?

MR ANDRES: That wasn't --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: W need to quickly get to the
rel evance of this.

MR ANDRES: That wasn't part of our specific scope
of services. W just |ooked at the nunber of vehicles that were
parked in the spaces.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. But you can't answer
that question if you just answer you don't recall if the Chair
has a parki ng space.

M. G ahan?

MR GRAHAM Is there an Enployee of the Mnth
space? And is it ever used?

MR ANDRES: Again, what we did is we |ooked at the

nunber of vehicles parked and the total nunber of spaces.
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MR GRAHAM How many people parking in the parking
ot had a zone 3 parking permt?

MR ANDRES: Again, we didn't look at the -- we
didn't look to see if the vehicles had a zone 3 pernit.

MR GRAHAM How many peopl e were doctors that were
actual ly parked in the | ot when you did your survey?

MR ANDRES: W have a doctor |og-in sheet that we
| ooked at. And if you'll give ne two seconds --

MR GRAHAM It's one of the documents we
previously requested and were never given, by the way.

MR ANDRES: Three.

MR GRAHAM And how nany visitors were actually in
the lot on the day -- which day were there three doctors, by the
way ?

MR ANDRES: The day was on the -- the first day on
-- the Tuesday of the survey.

MR GRAHAM  How about the other two days?

MR ANDRES: W didn't look at those other two
days.

MR GRAHAM How many visitors were actually in the
ot on the days that you did the survey?

MR ANDRES: There was no way for us to distinguish
visitors from -- based on the fact that there were no -- in the
parking lot there were sone vehicles with pernmts and sone

W t hout .
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MR GRAHAM How nmany people that used the |ot
exited the lot within | ess than two hours?

MR ANDRES: W would -- looking at the parking
occupancy survey, it depends which two hours you' re talking
about .

MR GRAHAM Wl l, can you tell nme, how nmany peopl e
at the peak hour, when you neasured, say, 130 people using the
lot, how many of those people left within two hours, and, thus,
woul d have been entitled to use the two-hour parking?

MR ANDRES: There is -- we can do a calculation
based on the occupancy survey how many vehicles roughly left the
lot or roughly entered the lot based on the data presented on
that graphic.

MR GRAHAM  But you've never done that, right?

MR ANDRES: No, we did not.

MR GRAHAM  How nany people parked in the lot and
then wal ked up to the post office or over to Sidwell or Hearst
School ?

MR ANDRES: W don't have that information.

MR GRAHAM How many did other business up on
W sconsi n Boul evar d?

MR ANDRES: Again, we don't have that infornation.

MR GRAHAM Did you notice how many people on the
| ot had Maryland or Virginia tags?

MR ANDRES: W have zip code data, but no analysis
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was done on whether or not people were from Maryland or Virginia.

MR GRAHAM Do you recall that the last time we
met that Ms. O Connor, the President of The Home -- or, excuse
me, the CEO -- testified that there was no problem getting
parking at 7:00 in the norning?

MR ANDRES: Well, based on our Wshington Hone
survey, at 7:00 in the norning, which is the first data point on
that board, it is within the realm of the existing supply of
spaces.

MR GRAHAM And you heard her say at that tine
that those are the low paid workers that she wants to give free

parking to, so they don't incur that burden, right?

MR ANDRES: | don't renenber that part of her
testi nony.

MR GRAHAM Do you recall her testifying that it's
not until 8:00 or 9:00 when the admnistrators cone in that

there's a problemwith parking?

MR ANDRES: Again, that could be part of her
testi nony.

MR GRAHAM Did you look into how nmany people from
The Hone are parking at 4200 Wsconsin parking |ot?

MR ANDRES. No.

MR GRAHAM Now, your conclusion is that 173
spaces are required by The Hone, correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes.
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MR GRAHAM Now, one of the conponents of that
nunber is 136, which you took the peak nunmber during the day and
averaged it over three days, right?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MR GRAHAM Ckay. |Is that -- do you always take
peak demand as the floor in determ ning how nany parking spaces
are needed for a particular enterprise?

MR ANDRES: Could you clarify the question,
pl ease?

MR GRAHAM Yes. Do you always take the peak
demand, whatever a lot is at full capacity, at the highest point,
in order to determne what the floor is for how nmany parking
spaces are needed?

MR ANDRES: Vell, | guess it depends on the
situation. For exanple, if we're looking at a school, and it's
graduation day, we won't -- you know, that wouldn't be the --
that wouldn't be the day that we would do our traffic count. W
would normally pick a day that has -- would be considered an
aver age day peak parki ng demand.

MR CGRAHAM (kay. Does it nmmke any difference to
the kind of analysis you do in what type of nei ghborhood in which
the parking lot is |ocated?

MR ANDRES: In terms of parking, what we do as
part of our analysis is we identify the peak parking demand. And

based on our experience in working with institutions in the
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District, it's been our experience that the institutions are
usually | guess conpelled to provide onsite parking. And as part
of our scope of services, we tried to identify what that parking
demand -- that should be acconmodat ed onsite.

MR GRAHAM So you would have gotten the sane
answer if The Hone was located in a commercial zone or an
i ndustrial zone, right?

MR ANDRES: Well, that's what we would identify as
t he peak parking denmand, yes, that's correct.

MR GRAHAM Now, you said that there's an
additional 17 spaces that are needed based on the assunption that
a third of the utilization of nonresidential vehicles in the
nei ghbor hood are Washi ngton Hone rel ated, right?

MR ANDRES: Well, the 17 is -- was estinmated to be
a third of what's been occupied, but that 17 is conprised of
several components.

MR GRAHAM  And you didn't do a survey of anyone
that was parking in the unrestricted or restricted areas to see
if they were Hone users or not, did you?

MR ANDRES: No, that would be | guess really close
to sort of invasion of privacy, follow ng people to where they're
goi ng.

MR GRAHAM  Surveying them on the street would be
i nvasi on of privacy?

CHAI RPERSON (R! FFI S: Ri ght. Let's nmove on. You
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didn't survey those people, correct?

MR ANDRES: No, we didn't.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

MR GRAHAM  Now, you have al so assumed that there
is another six parking spaces associated with the four new beds
that The Home wants to build, right?

MR ANDRES: | believe the nunber is not six.

MR GRAHAM How many is it?

MR ANDRES: The nunber is four.

MR GRAHAM So you want four new spaces for the
four new beds, right?

MR ANDRES: Yes. And that was based on zoning
requirenents.

MR GRAHAM And that's even though when The Hone
added 12 beds, just five years ago, they said they didn't need
any new spaces, right?

MR ANDRES: Well, what we used as this -- to come
up with these four spaces for these four beds, we used the
gui deline associated in -- that's sort of described in the zoning
requirenents.

MR GRAHAM Did you analyze how nmany spaces The
Honme would need if it were able to persuade 10 or 15 percent of
the people that now drive to work to take one of the netros
that's so cl ose?

MR ANDRES: Can you repeat the question?
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MR GRAHAM Yes. D d you anal yze how many spaces
woul d be needed if The Hone were able to get 10 or 15 percent of
the people that now drive to use the nmetro or the buses that are
all around The Home?

MR ANDRES: There's not much anal ysis. If they
take netro, then they won't be driving.

MR GRAHAM And did you do any analysis of how
many people would drive if there was a parking fee associated
with parking for free in a residential nei ghborhood?

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Two things. First of all,
M. Andres, |I'm going to have you reclarify your answer to the
| ast questi on.

Secondly, M. Graham if you're going to ask himto
answer what he did in terns of speculating of other nodes of
transportation, why don't you make it very concise. Just fire
them off. Gdve themall at once, and he can go down and he can
tell you which ones he did.

MR CRAHAM | think the Board got the point, so |

Based on our enployee survey
information, which is identified in our parking analysis, there
has been -- it has been identified that 20 percent of the
popul ati on does take netro.

And conparing that to, for exanple, sonme of the
other major institutions we work for -- NH which is also --
which is a health care institution -- they have significant
transit incentives that include transit subsidies, and they are
located right on top of a netro station. Their transit
percentage is 11 percent, to give you an idea of effectiveness of
transportation incentives.

MR GRAHAM  Weéll, you were the traffic consultant
or the consultant also for the Burke School, right?

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chairman --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S Yes.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW -- if I could ask M.
Andres, are you aware of this -- of DDOI's enphasis on transit-
ori ent ed nei ghbor hood pl anni ng?

MR ANDRES: Not specifically.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW What do you mean not
specifically?

MR ANDRES: Well, | understand that DDOT | ooks at
transit areas as an opportunity to naximze transit usage for
devel opnents at that |ocation.

VICE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW But you did not

investigate any transit-oriented planning for this particular
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area?

MR ANDRES: No. As part of our scope of services,
we concentrated on the parking anal ysis.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Thank you.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  So what you're saying is that
woul d be a whole other study that would have to be conducted and
obvi ously paid for.

MR ANDRES: Yes. You know, it would consist of --
it would consist of doing in-depth surveys of enployee
sensitivity.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Gkay. Are you aware of this
appl i cant conducting any of those studies?

MR ANDRES: | have not seen any studies.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay. Any other questions?

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Yes. This is -- I'mnot sure |
even want to ask this question, but I'll --

CHAIRPERSON GRIFFIS: Do you want to run it by ne
first? No, I'mkidding. Ask your question.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: In your experience, when you
encounter a relatively high percentage of metro use, is that in
sone cases sinply brought on by the lack of parking? 1In other
words, | mean, you nentioned the denographic side of it. | nean,
doesn't that denmbgraphic have -- | nean, also affected by the
fact that they can't get parking, they'd have to park and pay $10

a space, or whatever.
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MR ANDRES: Well, | guess it depends on the rate
structure. And, again, it depends on the denobgraphics of the
enpl oyee popul ati on. If the enpl oyee population -- for exanple,
if the people that are taking netro now are -- this wll be a
l[ittle judgnental, but a little bit nore of the higher paid
professionals, then it's possible that they mght be persuaded to
take transit -- excuse nme, to bring in their cars if nore parking
is available.

However, but because of the fact that the existing
parking is already -- you already have people who are illegally
parking, it's sort of a condition where the enployees know that
they can park onsite.

COW SSIONER MAY:  So in the event that there were
anmple free parking, in your judgment, it does not indicate that

the 20 percent would go down.

MR ANDRES: | don't think so, because of the fact
that it -- that the current parking situation is such that people
are illegally parking onsite anyway. So because --

COW SSI ONER MAY:  But they're not at all di ssuaded
by the difficulties of that?

MR ANDRES: | don't think so, because of the fact
that you also -- there are also | guess sone spaces that they're
conpeting for on the street as well.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Ckay. Thank you.

VICE CHAl RPERSON  RENSHAW M. Chai r man, a
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guestion. |f these parking spaces were allowed, the increase |'m
tal king about, do you have any feelings about whether or not the
illegal parking would continue? In other words, nore people
woul d drive, therefore, nore cars illegally parked in an expanded
parking | ot?

MR ANDRES: No. Because of the fact that we've
picked the -- | guess the average high peak on -- during the
week, we believe that we have that covered, because we also
i ncl ude percentages for visitors. W believe that population is
covered, and also because of the fact we include the 10 percent
circulation factor, which allows us -- which allows The Home the
flexibility to | guess serve certain events -- for exanple, board
neetings and things of that nature that mght peak -- that m ght
surge the parking a little bit.

| believe that if -- that there would be rare
i nstances where we woul d need nore parking than what's identified
in that table.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: QG hers?  Ckay. M. Kogan?
[f I mght just ask you how many questions you have. Do you know
ri ght now?

MR KOGAN:. | have approxinately three questions.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

MR KOGAN:  Ckay.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  You have unlimted questions.

| just want to get a gauge, because we're going to need to take
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a quick recess. So I'mjust trying to get scheduling.

MR KOGAN. |'Ill try to be --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Go ahead.

MR KOGAN:. I'Il try to be brief.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Take your tine.

MR KOGAN M. Andres, | just wanted to follow up
on the exanple or the conparison -- conparative exanple of NH
Are you aware of the fact that the NIH has a policy of providing
free parking to enpl oyees, and they have a very large quantity of
parki ng spaces available at that facility?

MR ANDRES: Yes, there's a large quantity, but
there's also a large conpetition for those available spaces.
It's turned out such that they have sort of valet parking on
canpus.

MR KOGAN Ckay. M. Andres, on your survey that
occurred during three days in May of 2001, were there any special
events occurring at The Hone that would have driven that peak up?
Any board neetings or any conferences that were occurring to
your know edge?

MR ANDRES: |It's our understanding that we cleared
those -- that week with The Hone administration before we did our
surveys.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Meaning that there weren't
any of those done.

MR ANDRES. VYes, that's correct.
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

MR KOGAN: Ckay. M. Andres, | have an e-mail
that was sent to me and M. R chard Danzig in response to somne
guestions that we had presented to M. Keys back in March. And
we asked M. Keys about the basis for estimating that 17 vehicles
in this on-street wunrestricted parking area were related to
Washi ngt on Home activities.

And M. Keys' response was that that conclusion
that there were 17 Washington Hone related vehicles is not based
on direct enpirical evidence, but is, rather, deductive. Is that
your understandi ng of how that nunber was devel oped?

MR ANDRES: Well, that nunber was devel oped based
on us looking at |ogs, based on us |ooking at the enployee node
choi ce information. Wiat we did is when we went out into the
field and saw close to 136 vehicles, we took the enployee
information that said that 66 percent of the popul ation drove,
and said that, okay, if every -- if these 66 percent of these
enpl oyees drove, then, in essence, they would take up all 136
spaces.

But we know that The Washington Honme not only has
enpl oyee users but also has visitor users. So we also |ooked at
several logs, which include doctor [|ogs, hospice volunteer
information, hospice visitor logs, and that's where we cane up
with the 17 percent. And if you give ne two seconds, | can break

down that 17 for you.
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I'mreading the e-nail that M. Keys sent. Hs e-
nmai | does sort of support what |I'mgoing to go through right now
Wiat we believe the 17 vehicles are consists of --

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Wll, isn't the question
posed, was it enpirical or --

MR KOGAN:  Yes.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Just restate that specific
thing, because it may be a very quick answer.

MR KOGAN Yes. Was it based on direct
observati on?

MR ANDRES: It was based on visitor |ogs.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: Ckay.

MR KOGAN. So it was an extrapol ation.

MR ANDRES: No, it wasn't.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: It was based on fact.

MR ANDRES: Yes, it was based on the |ogs.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ri ght. Cay. And now we
also need that e-mail subnitted in if you -- you can do it
whenever you want. I don't need it right now, but it has now
cone up in the discussion. Ckay.

Unl ess you have an objection to that, M. Keys.

MR KEYS: M. Kogan's use of it referred to only
one question and answer in the e-mail. | would probably want to
redact the rest as not being relevant to the --

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  kay. | don't have a problem
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with that. | think the question is evidence of itself in terns
of what it was going to. | didn't necessarily need the use of
the e-mail, but it puts it in context. | don't think we need to
take it in.

Al right. Qher questions?

MR KOGAN: Just one nore. I think on page 6 of
your report, M. Andres, you refer to the fact that there are --
that sonme of the vehicles observed w thout residential stickers
can be associated with visitors and enpl oyees of The Washi ngton
Home, but it can also be associated with Sidwell Friends School
and the U S. Post Ofice |ocated nearby. Isn't that true for
parki ng spaces on the lot and off the lot as well?

MR ANDRES: Well, it -- it could be true, but we
don't believe it to be true on the lot. And the reason for that,
of course, is because of the fact you have the potential to be
blocked in if you park in the |lot. And if you're a non-
Washi ngt on Hone user, that would be a disincentive for you to not
park on The Washi ngton Hone | ot.

MR KOGAN: Those are ny questions.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Good. Thank you very nuch.

Any | ast Board questions for the wi tness?

MEMBER ETHERLY: Just very quickly, let me cone
back to the issue of the visitor |ogs, because that was raised in
sone of our earlier conversation regarding the notions practice

at the begi nni ng.
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Those were just visitor logs, doctor sign-in |ogs
for just that one -- just one day of the three that you | ooked
at, correct?

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. And that would be that
Tuesday date.

MR ANDRES: Yes, that's correct.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. So I'mgoing to be alittle
redundant here, but, for ne, | think this is an inportant
questi on. But it appears that there is no way, other than
getting the actual logs, of determning or mnaking some type of
assessnent of what the level of visitor traffic is on a daily
basis, or even doctor traffic on a daily basis at The Hone.

And this might be either a question for you or for
M. Keys to respond to, but | think it's a very crucial point
for me at least getting a flavor for that traffic flow because
that's going to contribute to usage of the parking spaces.

MR KEYS: M. Eherly, what | would suggest is
that the traffic study made reference to the 17 figure. That is
a peak use. That's the coincidence of the visitor count at the
tinme of peak use of the lot. | think that when we get to another
witness | think we could introduce nore current information that
m ght show you the visitor flow throughout the day.

MEMBER ETHERLY: And it's kind of spread out.

MR KEYS: Throughout the day.
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MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR KEYS: The 17, as it turns out, is fairly
typical .

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR KEYS: |If you |looked at hourly intervals --

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR KEYS: -- throughout the --

MEMBER ETHERLY: And that's what | was getting at.
| nean, if it's the case that you want to |eave the inpression
that, hey, this is a fairly typical snapshot, so take this, |I'm
fine with that. But that is a little bit of a leap of faith that
['mstill trying to kind of fill in here, and | just want to be
sure that we have sone opportunity to hear a response to that.

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: What witness do you
anticipate having -- being able to answer that?

MR KEYS: |'ve asked M. MGCee --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: Ckay. That's fine. I just
wanted to get --

MR KEYS: GCkay. M. Chair, if there's --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: D d you have redirect?

MR KEYS: That's what | was going to ask. 1Is this
now t he appropriate time for that?

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Unl ess you can hold off for
five mnutes, so | can have the Board just quickly take a recess

and we'll be back. W'll make it eight mnutes. And I'd ask
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everyone to stand up and stretch their legs while we do that.

(Wher eupon, the proceedings in the foregoing natter

went off the record at 3:30 p.m and went back on

the record at 3:45 p.m)

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Wienever you' re ready.

MR KEYS: M. Chair, | have --

CHAI RPERSON (R FFI S: If 1 could have everyone's
attention, we'll get back into the hearing.

MR KEYS: M. Chair, | have no redirect of this
Wi t ness.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay.

MR KEYS: But I would ask the Chair, if it's at
all possible, | have a witness, M. Long, who needs to | eave here
by --

MR LONG 5:30.

MR KEYS: -- by 5:30, if it's possible to take the
witnesses slightly out of the order that | suggested and perhaps
get to M. Long sooner than |ater.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  It's your order.

MR KEYS: Thank you.

MR ANDRES: Thank you.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Sure.

Question, M. G ahan?

MR GRAHAM This is the first |'ve heard that M.

Long is going to testify, and |I'm just wondering if there was
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going to be sone sort of docunent or sonething that we have never
been given that | could given or --

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  That's what he's passing out
now. And, actually, it was stated at the beginning -- M. Keys
stated that he had anticipated calling him and he let us know
today at -- starting this off, and | believe, if 1'm not
m staken, M. Long is going to talk about the storm water
managenent on the site, because of the subm ssion of information.

It's in order to respond to that.

And let me -- are you proffering M. Long as an
expert w tness?

MR KEYS: Yes, M. Chair, | will be.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  kay. How about - -

MR KEYS: And | have distributed -- | think staff
has passed out his resune.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: And do the parties have the
resume? M. Gahan?

MR GRAHAM I was just handed it for the first
tine.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  And | also. But that's what
adds to the excitement of these hearings.

M. Long is a vice president of Delana Hanpton and
Associ at es.

Board nenbers, parties, | would ask that we take a

nonment just to | ook this over.
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M. Long, on your |ong and extensive resune listing

nunerous projects, not being able to read through all of the

definitions of these, but storm water managenent and storm water

nmanagenent design was part of several of these cases. Can you

give ne an indication of how many or all of these cases? 1Is this

a normal process for you in terns of your discipline on

construction projects?

MR LONG Storm water nanagenent and storm

drainage is probably 60 to 70 percent of

proj ects.

what we do on all

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. Board nenbers, other

guestions? Do parties have any objections

expert wtness?

to M. Long as an

MR GRAHAM Not given the amount of time | have.

| have no basis for any objections.
CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  How much

in order to forman opinion?

tinme would you need

MR GRAHAM |'IIl guess I'lIl have to listen to him
CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: | see. kay. Board nenbers,
if there's no objection, | would bestow the honor of expert

witness to M. Long, based on his clear experience, one, in the

projects listed on his resune, and his clear
vice president of a firm clearly associated

with civil engineering. Any objections?
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Ckay. W can proceed. Let nme outline a little
bit, M. Keys, in terns of scope of this. Storm water nanagemnent
-- and | think it -- the Board appreciates your bringing an
expert on to discuss this based on some of the objections.

Storm water nmanagenent is clearly under a
jurisdiction of an entity beyond this Board. I think as the
wi tness can speak to the inpacts attendant to this application,
that would be nost inportant. | would say the sanme, and will say
the sane, to all of the parties as we go into cross exam nation.

There will be a certain amount that is within our jurisdiction
and an anazing anmount that is wthout.

So if we can all focus directly on how it's
attendant to the zoning issues, it will be helpful to this Board
and al so expeditious in our tine.

That being said, M. Keys, | wll turn it over to
you to call the witness

MR KEYS: Thank you.

I'd like to ask M. Long, who is the civil engineer
on this project, if he would, utilizing the exhibit which the
Board has been provided, that was used during M. D ckeson's
testinony showing the topography, that set of three exhibits
which was the basis for M. Long's presentation to Advisory
Nei ghborhood Conmm ssion 3F at the My neeting, addresses the
uni que aspects of this site and sone of the issues that relate to

comuni ty concerns.
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W would like to denonstrate to the Board, as part
of our main case, that we are not having an adverse inpact on the
situation by virtue of this proposal.

M. Long, if | could ask you to use those exhibits
or the diagrans that previously have been used by M. Dickeson to
try and give the Board a sense of what we're proposing for the
site and how we are hopefully inproving the comrunity.

MR LONG M/ nane is James Long. I"'m a
prof essional engineer, registered in the District of Colunbia,
and ny office is at 8403 Colesville Road in Silver Spring.

W were asked to do several things for this
proj ect . ne was to conduct a survey, which is a topographic
survey which was perforned, which is the Sheet (1. And then we
were asked to do some drainage analyses in support of this
appl i cati on.

The first dr awi ng, co2, is essentially an
enlargement of a portion of the 001 sheet, and it shows the
existing lot and the existing drainage analysis or drainage
accounting. It's really an accounting procedure.

The line in red shows the drainage, the onsite
drai nage boundary of the existing lot, and it's -- the drainage
area of small watershed conposes 2.01 acres, of which the
conponents are listed below in the table of .62 acres of grass,
| awn, open space, .89 acres of pavenent, and .5 acres of

bui I di ng.
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One thing to notice about this existing lot is that
there is no storm water managenent currently for this lot. It
was built at a tine when the storm water managenent regul ations
were in a state of flux, and essentially at the tine | do believe
that this was less inpervious than was already there, so they
were essentially built wthout any storm water nanagenent.

CHAI RPERSON CRIFFI'S:  Just for clarification here,
when you say that there's no storm water managenent, meaning
there's no onsite stormwater managenent --

MR LONG There's no onsite sand filter or storage
chanber for managenent of the runoff.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: | ndeed.

MR LONG There are storm drai nage systens and
inlets, and I'll nake a differential. Storm drainage systemis a
conveyance system for transporting water from one place to
anot her. Storm water nmnagenent is a treatnent or holding tank
or filtering device for the cleaning or storage of stormwater.

CHAI RPERSON &Rl FFI S: Ckay. And so for
clarification for the non-engineers like nyself, storm water

managenent actually treats water onsite as it, then, is noved

avnay.
MR LONG That's correct.
CHAl RPERSON (Rl FFI S: As opposed to what we have
now i n exi stence where we have a nornal gutter that would -- the
water would run down and run straight down into our rivers. I's
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that correct?

MR LONG It's essentially vented, uncontrolled
fromthe site to the existing systemin the streets.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S:  Ckay. Thank you.

MR LONG The C03 drawing is the proposed
devel oprent . And as stated previously, there is sone
di versi on/ conversion of grass to inpervious area. M nunber is a
little bit different. W're a little bit nore conservative on
the drainage side. W didn't count any grass islands inside the
ot for a drai nage cal cul ati on.

But the watershed that's now bounded by this |ot
grows from 2.01 acres to 2.39 acres. And it's attendant -- the
pavenent area is increased from 0.89 acres to .43 acres, which
roughly accounts for the nunber Laurie gave you earlier today, if
you add in the green -- | didn't count the green space, so it's
-- and what we are proposing to do is to construct two sand
filters on this site for the treatnment of storm water quality
control and quantity control.

What we are offering to do -- technically, under
EHA, we are only responsible for treating the net increase in
i npervious area. Wuat we have offered to do and were directed to
do were to provide storm water nanagenment for the entire |ot
area. So, basically, the entire parking lot we're going to put
in storm water that's now -- that should have been done years

ago, but technically wasn't, and treat storm water for this
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entire inpervious area

The sand filters provide a neasure of water quality
control through a filtration system and the sand filters have an
enlarged first chanber for the control of water quantity. It
stores volune tenporarily in there, so that the sand filters are
-- have been nodified in recent years to performboth functions.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Wiile you're on that point,
could you explain why holding the quantity of water onsite is
critically inportant in the District with its overall problem
with stormwater nanagenent in the conbi ned sewer systenf

MR LONG  Yes. Even if there's no -- there's no
conbi ned sewer system in this section of the D strict. But ,
typically, you are required to nanage -- storm water regul ations
have evolved over time to nmanage your runoff rates back to
exi sting conditions or even sonme places preexisting conditions
whi ch neans historically meadow conditions.

It's an over -- it's an oversinplification of what
m ght have existed in the past, but essentially you overnanage --
you retain water on your site and discharge it at a smaller rate
at a rate at which the existing system can receive it to prevent
downstream flooding. |It's a typical thing to do -- what we have
offered to do here via the sand filter structures.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Okay. And your proposed plan
is -- as laid out and proposed is in conpliance with the D. C

bui I di ng codes that require the stormwater neasuremnent.
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MR LONG It wll Dbe. Again, this is a

prelimnary design, and we haven't run all of the final nunbers.

But, yes, when we go to final engineering on this, it will be a

sealed, certified plan by nyself or one of the other DC
regi stered PEs in the office.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S Ckay.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chai r man?

CHAl RPERSON (RI FFI'S:  Yes.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW 1'd like to ask M. Long
-- in holding the water and cleaning the water onsite, is there a
-- what do | want to call it -- like a fountain arrangenent that
|'ve seen on various institutional properties where this is done?

MR LONG No, these are just big underground
vaults that you really don't want to go in for the nost part.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Ri ght. So it's
underground. It's --

MR LONG It's an underground chanber.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW Al right. | was asking
that question, because if above ground it would have to be fenced
in for safety.

MR LONG Yes. The one thing that we are trying
to do here, if you look at the CO3 plan, is that we are trying to
sal vage sonme of the existing infrastructure on the site. So
those pipes are already in the ground. So there is

infrastructure there that we are trying not to rebuild.
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It services the building, so we are designing this
to neet existing conditions, albeit built conditions, but it's a
little bit of an engineering to get -- we're taking out sone
pi pes, obviously, but we're trying to -- essentially, the pipes
servicing the building is there.

The runoff cones off the roof. So we can't treat
the runoff fromthe roof because it's already way in the ground.

But we can treat the runoff fromthe entire parking |ot.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN. It looks like fromthe plan you're
using the existing inlets, is that correct?

MR LONG No. W're reusing -- we're setting new
inlets along each edge. The western and southern -- northern
edge -- I'm looking at Laurie's plan -- of the property. Ve
woul d set new inlets to capture that water, convey it to the sand
filter, and then reconvey it to the existing outlet pipe.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

MR LONG So it -- again, the storm drain --
what's depicted here is to capture it, conveyance, and then
treatment schene.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Are there other alternatives
for onsite nanagenent?

MR LONG There are other alternatives that are --
have been discussed. There was a discussion at one point of
using rain gardens or bioretention areas. Bi oretenti on areas

provide only water quality control through a filtration system
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One of ny concerns about a bioretention area, if you do introduce
water in the ground -- and this site is perched -- you will see

seeps com ng out of the side of this at some point in tine.

So we've decided -- and parts of this site were --
already had previous construction on it, so we've -- have not
found a whole lot of good uses for -- in urban sites or
redevel opnent sites where bioretention works very well. Pl us,

you don't get the water quantity control

One of the other options that has been used in sone
of the projects is to use a unit called the storm filter unit
which is a single unit, to treat for stormwater quality. It's a
comercial unit. It's like an enlarged inlet, which treats for
quality. Then, to put it into a chanber, a storage chanber

W actual ly have done that on a couple of projects.

The tradeoffs are the chanber gets bigger. You are less able to
precast them So, hence, nore expense in terms of we have lots
of -- we have lots of sand filters of this size under
construction that have been precast. So --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: You also say that you are
going to be reusing a substantial amount of the piping. Is it --
| see several that are noted, |'massum ng to be abandoned.

MR LONG  Yes.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Wich won't be used.

MR LONG Yes.

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Is there any new piping
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that's going in under the berm or the |andscape, close to any of
the trees on the site?

MR LONG W have piping on the northern edge.
One of the options would be to -- and that piping -- it's
actually obscured by the coloring, but it runs under the curb
line. One of the things we could do would be to build the inlet,
put a manhole in the paving, and then go westward as opposed to
running it directly behind the curb line, which would save sone
i mpact s.

W would have to buy a couple of extra manhol es,
but you could send the water into the lot as opposed to behind
the curb line, which is a detail we can work out if that's
desirabl e. O | think we were far enough out of the tree root
zone, anyway, but if that's an added measure of caution that is
deened necessary, then that's fine.

MEMBER ETHERLY: M. Chair, very briefly. Iowill
definitely admt you're talking a little bit of Geek when we
tal k about storm water nanagement for at l|east this particular
Board menber. But just -- you probably heard at the top a | ot of
di scussi on about the berm and, in particular, the gradual slope
of the property.

Are there any particular problens or special
consi derations or concerns that are raised by a loss of a portion
of that bermas you noted in Ms. D ckeson's presentation?

MR LONG VWll, | have heard that there were
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concerns about flooding offsite, and this is -- actually, we're
folding nore of this area into the site to be treated by the

proposed storm water managenment system So in that case, the

amount of uncontrolled runoff leaving the property is -- wll be
| ess. W're increasing the greater percentage of controlled
runof f .

| think it's a -- froma -- I'll put on ny site
planner's hat for -- this is a pretty gracious setback that's
bei ng preserved. | nean, this is a pretty good setback, and we
have -- we are certainly extending the east/west line in a
logical fashion, but we're certainly not noving that Iine
nor t hwar d.

So there is a fair anmount of vegetation there
that's intent is to be remaining. And there will be protections

during construction and whatever we deem necessary for the trees.

But it's a pretty -- from a construction standpoint, it's a
pretty mininmal intrusive northward -- intrusion northward. And
we can even lessen that sone nore if the -- through sone clever

aligning of utilities.

MEMBER ETHERLY: (kay. And there are no concerns
that have been raised or should be raised regarding, say, for
exanple, the integrity of the bermas you deal with the issue of
storm wat er nmanagenment? | nean, there's -- we've talked a little
bit about the placenent of a retaining wall portion there.

MR LONG Well, actually, the bermis -- the berm
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is actually a vestige of where parking used to be previously. So
the berm was where the parking edge used to be on the previous
devel oprment, | do believe, fromthe record draw ngs we've pulled

So the bermis kind of a -- it's just a local --
little localized terrain finger, so to speak, but it's not -- |
mean, so we're not -- | do have sonme concerns about the slope of
the lot and the grading, trying to -- it is a balancing act on
the northwest corner trying to get some reasonable slopes in the
| ot.

And, you know, if you get a low cross slope, your
retaining wall may be higher -- or wll be higher on the
nort hwest corner, but that's a balancing act until we get into
final grading.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR LONG But it is a -- you know, and naybe
that's a -- you know, nmaybe there is sone juxtaposition of spaces
when we do final design to minimze those inpacts. But that's
really the only real -- the water is going there now to the
nort hwest corner.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. So, and when you say
j uxt aposition of spaces, you're tal ki ng about per haps
juxtaposition of a couple of parking spaces?

MR LONG  Yes.

MEMBER ETHERLY: To cover those slots that are

i ndi cated on the northwest corner.
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MR LONG  Yes.

MEMBER ETHERLY: And just to nmake sure ny
orientation is correct, that's the corner of Q03 that's heading
towards Upton and 37th or --

MR LONG Yes, where the cupola is.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Gotcha. Excellent.

Ckay. Thank you very rmuch, M. Chair.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  That's going to be northeast,
isn't it?

MR LONG Northeast corner, I'msorry. Dd | say

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S: R ght.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. Thanks.

MR LONG Northeast corner.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI S:  Ckay. Northeast.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Thank you, M. Long.

Thank you, M. Chair.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Cood. Any ot her questions?

COW SSI ONER MAY: | have one questi on.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S Yes.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  How deep woul d the excavation be
for the sand filters, approximately?

MR LONG These sand filters are -- we've got them
sized at 10 by 10, and the one is 40 foot long, the other is 60

foot long is the prelimnary size. So 10 by 10, they'd be -- the
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top of them would be three foot in the ground, so the excavation
woul d be 12 foot in the ground, 13 foot in the ground.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Ckay.

MR LONG So they're pretty -- we haven't bal anced
that with the out -- we have an existing pipe invert that we have
to neet, so we nmay have to play with their pipe to make sure they
dr ai n. But that's a final design item so they may get |onger
and fatter and shall ower because of other engineering concerns.
But right now they are sized at eight by eights -- eight by
eights or eight by tens

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Right. The reason | asked the
gquestion is that it's in the corner where it's located there
relatively close to the trees, but at -- if they're only going to
be 15 feet in the ground, you ought to be able to excavate and
stay well clear of the trees, because you wouldn't need nore
than, you know, 20 feet or sonething like that --

MR LONG Correct.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  -- right?

MR LONG Correct.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Yes, okay.

MEMBER ETHERLY: M. Long, let me come back to a
response that you gave just a second ago. | want to make sure |
understand it. You noted that conceivably, as you get a little
deeper into this, there could be a need for the juxtaposition of

sone parking spaces. Could you talk a little nore about what you
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nean there? Do you nean that there might be a need to perhaps
reorient a nunber of spaces or --

MR LONG No. I'"m just saying |'m holding the
orientation that was given nme, but it may be that we -- because
if we -- if awall turns out to be a certain height, and a wall
has a heel and a toe on it, that -- the wall itself, which we
would put in to mininze inpact to existing trees, the wall
itself may cause danage to the tree, so we nmay -- maybe it's
elimnated space because you' ve got to get another entity in
there. So sonetines the solution to a problem put a wall in,

may actual |y cause nore danage than good.

So we haven't -- again, haven't graded out this
corner to -- in great detail and cut a section for a wall and
done all of those heavy design things, but -- so there may be
sone -- sone horizontal -- there may be a horizontal shifting.

Maybe you | ose a space on one edge in order to get that clearance
to minimze disruption to the tree.
MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. | don't --

MR LONG That's the --

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ch, |I'msorry. | didn't nean to
interrupt.

MR LONG And sinply what type of wall, whether we
use a concrete wall, rmechanically stabilized wearth, those

deci si ons haven't been nade yet.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. | want to be sensitive,
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obvi ously, to not speculating too nmuch. But can you say w th any
specificity or maybe even generally -- would you anticipate
losing nore than a space? Because |'m sure as you've heard the
conversation the nunber of spaces is going to be very critical
here.

So in that kind of scenario, would you anticipate
perhaps one space dropping off, or, you know, could it be any
nore significant nunber depending on what happens once you start
toreally get into the excavational grading issue?

MR LONG M estimation would be one or two in the
experience we have with trying to grade around trees.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR LONG Usually the fix is worse than the

si tuation.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. Al right. So that could
be potentially -- let ne enphasize that -- potentially one or two
spaces.

MR LONG Correct.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. But we're just -- once
again, we're just kind of hypothetically talking.

MR LONG O sinply the juxtaposition of interior
green space. Maybe we enlarge that island on the corner to
mnimze an inpact, and that's one of the "five percent" that was
di scussed earlier.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.
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MR LONG W enlarged that interior green space on
that corner to avoid an existing tree as -- you know, and that --
again, it's the lay of the land, the juxtaposition of things.
That's al so a sol ution.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay.

MR LONG Put islands where existing trees are to
mnimze intrusion into the root zone.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. Ckay. So it sounds like
there -- if you get into a scenario where potentially a space or
two has to be dealt with because of tree inpact or storm water
managenent inpact, it's not necessarily the case that you m ght
have to take it away.

MR LONG Right.

MEMBER ETHERLY: There is a way to get -- there is
a way to work with that and maintain the nunber that the
applicant is |looking to place there.

MR LONG That's correct.

MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. Ckay. Thank you.

Thank you, M. Chair. Thank you, M. Long.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Anything else for M. Long,
M. Keys?

MR KEYS: Yes. M. Long, | wanted to ensure that
the record is clear on your testinony regarding the |egal
requi rement under the «current regulations for storm water

managenent . Could you just restate -- | think you' ve said it,
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but could you restate that requirenent?

MR LONG Yes. The storm water nmanagenent
requirement is a land disturbance trigger. Any disturbance over
5,000 square feet of land area requires inplenmentation of the
D.C. storm water nmanagenent regul ations. W are clearly over
5,000 square feet of disturbance, which now -- it's a land
di sturbance criteria that triggers the stormwater portion of it.

The storm water regulations require any net

increase in inpervious area to be nanaged for water quantity

control. W are also -- we are proposing here to nmanage existing
-- reconfigured existing and the new inpervious to -- to manage
for both water quantity and quality control. So it is -- on all

projects in the District you nust do stormwater quality control.
Peri od.

MR KEYS: So do you see -- in your opinion, is
this proposed treatnent of storm water an enhancenent of |[ocal
ci rcunst ances?

MR LONG This is a huge betternent, in ny
opinion, to the existing system out there. It provides
nmanagenent for existing inpervious, albeit reconfigured under the
new plan, as well as the new inpervious area. And also, the sand
filters with the enlarged chanbers will provide -- wll peak
shave -- wll shave the peak of the storm water runoff, so
there's a benefit all the way around.

And | think there is -- in nost urban conditions,
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if you can get the storm water underground, that's where it's
going. | nean, it's not -- | mean, we're surrounded on this side
by built storm drainage systems. So if we get it underground, we
have a chance to manage it.

MR KEYS: M. Long, based on your experience in
the District of Colunbia with projects that have parking lots,
outdoor parking lots, are you famliar with the requirenents, the
green space requirenents, and the nethod for calculating those

requirenents --

MR LONG  Yes.

MR KEYS: -- supplied in the District?

MR LONG  Yes.

MR KEYS: You heard Ms. Dickeson's testinony about

the nmethods she applied in looking at the proposed parking area
and how she calculated the green space. I's her nethodol ogy
consistent with your understanding of how the District applies
its regul ations?

MR LONG Yes. | nean, we typically apply what's
called a |ogical extension of the curb lines to create rectangles
of what the parking lot would be in an idealized situation. So
the corners count.

W have not counted space between the sidewalk,
and, if the curb lines forma carrier deck, everything that falls
within that extension of the carrier deck that was |andscaped is

the interior -- interior lot landscaping is that -- and we take
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lot literally, neaning the parking lot and its extension. So
it's a conservative estimate, what Laurie did previously.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: So you would agree absolutely
with her description of the confines of this, or would you
interpret it differently, nore generously, nore -- | nean, at all
differently? 1'Il put it that way.

MR LONG No. W treat it as the |1ogical
extension of the curb line. So we would not take -- if there was
a -- a five-foot grass strip next to a four-foot sidewalk, we

woul d not count that grass strip. That's part of the site. That

falls under the site -- the site landscaping or the site area.
So, | nean, that's -- if -- if you choose to count
it that way, then that's great. It's just nore percentage, but
COW SSI ONER  MAY: Is there any requirenent wth

regard to the distribution of that five percent over the entire
body of the parking |ot?

MR LONG There's none that | know of in the D.C

regul ati ons. In the surrounding jurisdictions, it's usually one
space every -- one -- an island every 12 spaces is an M\CPPC
regul ati on. So you'd have a row of -- an island, a row of 12
cars, an island. So a case could be made that a better

distribution would be to put a set of islands in the mddle here,
whi ch, you know, that's --

COW SSI ONER MAY:  But that's not what the District
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requires.

MR LONG It's just a five percent interior
| andscapi ng.

COW SSI ONER  MAY: Ckay. That resolves ny
guestions. Thank you for bringing that one up.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Anything el se, M. Keys?

MR KEYS: That's all, M. Chair.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay. Are we sticking with
the order, M. Gahan? Are you first?

MR GRAHAM | think so, if that's okay.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay.

MR GRAHAM M. Long, can you please tell ne when
your firmwas first retai ned?

MR LONG | believe we finally signed a contract
in February or March. W had a proposal in for a while, but it
wasn't aut hori zed.

MR GRAHAM  And did you do any work before April
2nd, the first day of the hearing?

MR LONG W -- | don't know the date. W were
waiting for the survey first. Actually, we were behind on the
survey. So | think we sent Anps, Bailey and Arnold a 70 percent
survey. W were still not -- did not have all of the trees. I
don't renmenber the exact date, but we sent a prelimnary reading,
at least the --

MR GRAHAM Have you done stability testing of
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this site?

MR LONG Stability in ternms of --

MR GRAHAM  Any borings?

MR LONG There has been soil borings conducted
for the site under Anps, Bailey and Arnol d.

MR GRAHAM Have you gotten any results of that
yet ?

MR LONG There are boring logs |'ve seen, yes.

MR GRAHAM If the site isn't stable, and it's
inclined as it is towards the street and the neighbors, what
could happen if you build a parking lot too close to the edge of
the natural incline?

MR LONG Are you asking me based upon the actual
soil borings, or theoretically?

MR CGRAHAM Let's start with theoretically.

MR LONG Theoretically, the lot could fail, but
it would be a slope stability failure.

MR GRAHAM And the lot would fall toward the
nei ghbor hood, right?

MR LONG The soil would rotate towards the
nei ghbor hood, thus causing the lot to fail.

MR GRAHAM And that risk is enhanced if you have
a bigger parking lot closer to the natural incline, right?

MR LONG No, | would not say that.

MR GRAHAM Isn't that what you told the ANC
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neeti ng?

MR LONG That's not what the risk would be if the
-- if you were to put heavily loading, if you were to park sem -
tractor-trailers out here, the risk would be graded, because it
was a | oad not antici pated.

MR GRAHAM Have you revi ewed the borings?

MR LONG | have seen the borings, yes.

MR GRAHAM  And what did you find?

MR LONG Layer cake geology, sone -- | don't --
some different stratuns of material over different stratuns of
material, interspaced with some sand | enses.

MR GRAHAM And have you provided that material to
t he nei ghbor hood?

MR LONG | have not.

MR GRAHAM That's all | have.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

MR KOGAN. M. Chairnman, we have several questions

for the witness, and Conmissioner Wss has all of those
questions. | think it would be nore efficient for her to present
t hem

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Yes. You don't need to
introduce them As long as one person cones up, | think that'll
keep it rolling.

MR KOGAN: I just wanted to be clear on the

process.
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  kay. Me, too.

M5. WSS. | just have a couple of questions. And
your drawi ng CO3 shows the proposed drainage area, | take it, in
gray and green, is that correct?

MR LONG The proposed drainage divide is -- is
the heavy line.

M. WSS: kay. The purple line?

MR LONG  Yes.

M5. WSS: Ckay. Now, outside that line there is,
say, about 90 feet of driveway?

MR LONG That's correct.

M5. WSS: And is this driveway slanted toward 37th
Street?

MR LONG Yes, it is.

M. WSS And are you famliar with a sort of
sheeting action that happens during rain along 37th Street
towards the northeast?

MR LONG Yes, | am

M5, WSS And will this change this problem at
all, what you're planning on doing here?

MR LONG May | explain what the problemis?

M5, WSS: You nay.

MR LONG If you go to C02, there is a concrete
flume which is purple at the bottom of the page, which cones from

offsite the property. The original construction set an inlet
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there, which has a hole in the back of it, which conveys that
water into the system

That water -- there is about a half acre fromthe
-- as shown on the original construction plans that comes off the
site, probably at sone point it overinundates that inlet. There
is -- 1 can't -- there is no history of the devel opnment of what
has taken place there.

But The Home has actually conveyed that water via
-- there is actually two separate drai nage systens on The Hone's
site. The one we've been discussing has been a separate and
di stinct drainage system from the problem that you've discussed.
This is actually a different watershed that's -- that's conveyed
that -- where the water is conveyed here.

Under the proposed conditions, we actually take
sone of the drainage area out of this watershed where the problem
is. But --

M5, WSS In other words, you -- are you
collecting it in the sand filters?

MR LONG Yes. W're renoving curbs from that

edge, so by default the water will now flow into -- there's a
diversion of one small -- from one watershed to the other
wat er shed. W didn't run calculations or tabulations on that,

because the main body of the work was in what we've studied to
dat e.

M5, WSS Now, when you were talking about the
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sand filters, you nentioned quality and quantity control wth
infiltration. | don't know if | got that right. I's that
correct? There's sone infiltration?

MR LONG No, there's no -- the sand filter is a

filtering device. So there is no recharge of groundwater. It's
sinply a nechanical -- it's basically a filter. It's a filter
bed, and the water is -- is sent through the filter bed.
Material is filtered -- filtered out of it, and then it's

di scharged to the street.

M5. WSS: Have you done any cal cul ati ons about the
benefits of infiltration?

MR LONG W -- interns of infiltrating the water
into the existing ground?

MB. WSS. Yes.

MR LONG Fromthe soil borings that -- there are
| ayers of -- there are layers of sand present in the borings, and
| don't have them here today, CGeorge. But from-- but it's very
difficult to -- those sand |layers were not very thick, and they

were underl ain by other nmore pervious material.

So the -- wile infiltration is a viable
alternative on nmany projects, the fact that there's a hard pan
below it is just going to cause that water to cone out of the
ground. So infiltration will only get us one part of the
equation in terns of providing storm water for the site quality

control. It doesn't get the quantity control.
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M5. WSS: Thank you. And what types of pollutants
does the sand filter, and what types does it not filter out?

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  That goes a little beyond our
zoning issues, does it not? Unl ess you can point us to the
direction of howit mght inpact us.

M5. WSS: Wll, the reason is that in the Ofice
of Planning report there was a reconmendation for a bioretention
facility, and plants take out different pollutants than sand
will.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S: R ght.

M5. WSS And so | wanted to get toward that,
because a bioretention facility would require a different
configuration of the parking |ot than what's been presented.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Indeed. Wll, and that goes

-- and that's an excellent question, and | think we asked M.
Long, but let's -- let's restate it. One of the alternatives in
that -- you did say bioretention. And at this point, you are

proposing that it is just the sand filtration, and that, for
what ever reason, it's decided that bioretention is not being
pursued. |Is that correct?

MR LONG That's correct.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Ckay.

MR LONG Sand filters and bioretention areas are
equal water quality control measures under EHA, Environnental

Heal th Adm ni strati on.
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CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: But they're not equal in
gquantity control.

MR LONG They are not equal in quantity control.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S:  Ckay.

MR LONG So --

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI S So, t heref ore, t he
bi oretention would -- your testinony is it, in fact, would not --
it would not satisfy the entire anmount of storm water managenent
needed on this site, is that correct?

MR LONG That's correct.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: kay. So it may not -- it's
not a realistic opportunity to use here.

MR LONG @Gven the goals of this project, no.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

M5. WSS: This is ny final question. This is from
Title XI, DCVR Chapter 23 -- that's the zoning code -- Section
2303. 1(a) (f). It says in part, "Landscaping with trees and
shrubs shall cover a mnimmof five percent of the total area of
the parking lot, or an area as determned by the Board of Zoning
Adj ustnent for a parking | ot otherw se requiring Board approval ."

So, in fact, this Board would not have to just
follow the standard that you outlined in interior |andscaping of
the parking lot. But it could then choose sonmething that is not
standard, because it felt that was a better solution to the

par ki ng probl em here, the parking | ot design here.
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CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: You're asking M. Long if
that's a correct interpretation of the zoning?

M5, WSS Vell, he had told us there was a
standard --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: That's what you're asking,
right?

M. WSS -- and so I'm saying, could this
alternative also be a correct interpretation?

MR LONG If five percent is the mninum vyes.
Coul d we exceed the mninun? Yes.

M5. WSS: But could we also -- | guess, actually,
| didn't fully understand your discussion about the carrier and
what was interior and what wasn't. But, let's say, one could
decide that one needed to extend the islands in sone way, that
that would not fly in the face of the zoning regul ati ons.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Vell, you're asking himto
interpret the zoning regulations, and he's not an expert witness
on zoning. You can ask himl think nore directly, in calculating
the five percent, in the discretion of the Board, could those
i slands be nanipul ated? It seens to be a self-answering
question, though.

M. Long, would you agree that this Board has
jurisdiction to manipulate the green space wthin the five
percent or less than or nore than?

MR LONG Yes.
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay. Anything el se?

MB. WSS: That's all.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. Any redirect, M.
Keys?

MR KEYS: Yes, M. Chair.

M. Long, are there other reasons why bioretention
woul d not be appropriate as a solution for this particular site?
And | would ask you to make reference to the topographical
features of the site.

MR LONG Bioretention has been force-fit into

many projects that we've -- that we've -- or been attenpted to
force-fit. If you were to put -- attenpt to put a bhioretention
area in the center of this lot, it's going to consunme a very
large land area in terns of -- which is contrary to the goals of

getting nore parking here.

It also -- on a lot that slopes from -- from
southwest to northeast, it's actually -- if you were to say,
okay, we're going to pull the lot lines in and put bioretention
on the northeast corner sonewhere, you would have to build a
| arge berm around two sides of this to capture that area in the

bi oretenti on area.

There are very sonmetines -- degrading required to
force-fit these bioretention areas in. |If they are not interior
to the lot, if they're put outside the lot, it is very, very
detrinental . And | know we've -- we've on some projects been
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directed to grade in sone neteor craters, and they look like
neteor craters. So -- because they're -- you're forcing in
gradi ng that doesn't match what's out there.

So it's just not a -- bioretention areas, although
very useful and we're using them on nany projects, are not a
panacea for everything.

CHAl RPERSON (R FFI S: So on a nore pedestrian
level, what vyou're saying is based on the grading and the
topography that's actually existing on this site, in order to do
surface ponds that are the bioretention of the water managenent,
you rmay end up having to regrade this not to look like what it
does now?

MR LONG That's correct.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

MR KEYS: M. Long, is it your professiona
conclusion that the sand filter approach to storm water
nmanagenent is the appropriate approach for this site?

MR, LONG  Yes.

MR KEYS: Thank you.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Good. Thank you very much
M. Long.

| think we're ready to proceed.

MR KEYS: I'd like to ask Ms. Tien, our |andscape
architect, whomthe Board was introduced to at the prior hearing

and | think has accepted her credentials as qualifying her as an
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expert. I'm going to ask her to quickly address sone of the
| andscape issues that have been raised in this proceeding.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Yes. And also, M. Keys, let
me also outline what | think is going to be of utnost inportance
in addition to some of the -- and utilization of time would be
inmportant, and that would be any studies or anticipation of
studies for construction on tree preservation surveys, in terns
of drift beds and roots, and how those are going to be protected,
or not protected as it will, for the construction.

Wiat else? | think it's inportant if we can give
sone direction on specific itenms that we may want to |ook at
here. Anything el se?

MEMBER ETHERLY: Are you speaking generally about
the | andscapi ng i ssue, or are you tal king nore broadl y?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: No, specifically the
| andscapi ng. Right now we'll start the testinony. Do you want
counts of trees?

MEMBER ETHERLY: Do we have -- and perhaps M. Tien
is going to get into this. Do we have an indication as to what
| andscaping, if any, is going on top of the berm at that
nort heast corner?

CHAI RPERSON (Rl FFI S: Ri ght. Ckay. Good. The
point being, also -- and it looks like it's comng up in terns of
the graphics, we're going to look at the existing |andscaping,

and then inpact of that, and then proposed -- so, with that, we
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will turn it over to you.

M5. TIEN. Yes. M nane is Liling Tien. 1'mthe
| andscape architect for this project. I"'m with PELA Design,
Inc., located in Baltinore, Maryland. The address is 212

Washi ngton Avenue. Zip code is 21204.

When | began this job, The Hone gave ne basically
three goals. One is, how can we maintain the park-like setting
of this area? Mainly, the area along Upton Street and 37th
Street. Secondly, they asked ne, can we -- for those trees
that's going to be inpacted by the new parking lot, can we
transplant then? And, thirdly, the general enhancerment of the
ground, of this -- along the vicinity of the parking |ot.

So in order to do this, we first conduct like a
tree inpact study, and then we cut cross-sections and cone up
with a very general concept -- |andscape plan and cut another
cross-section to see the inpact and see how we can achi eve those
goal s.

Can you see?

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: Wy don't you take a pointer
from-- there it is.

M5. TIEN. The plan on ny right is a tree inpact
st udy. The blue trees are the trees to be saved -- wll be
saved. The green trees are the trees going to be -- we recommend
-- our forester recommends to be transplanted. And the purple

trees are those trees going to be renoved.
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The white areas is the existing parking lot, and
the light gray area is going to be the new parking |ot.

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW Could you give us a
count of those trees, blue, green, and purple?

MB. TIEN. Sure. W counted this -- the whole --
the blue trees, there will be 104 trees to be saved. The total
renoved count will be 81, which is purple plus green. And the
green will be 31, and the purple will be 51.

What we also do is to project the critical root
zone for those mature trees along the berm And the -- as you
can see, these circles are indicating the critical root zone for
each mature tree. The closest we get is this one, which is a 40-
inch dianeter tree. It's a poplar. There are critical root
zones right along the edge of the proposed parking |ot.

So, basically, we -- this parking |lot construction
will not inpact those nature trees. That's our concl usion.

MEMBER ZAl DAl N: Excuse ne. | don't nean to
interrupt, but just before you go on

M5. TIEN.  Sure.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN.  You talked -- the green trees are
going to be transpl anted. Does that nean -- that's including
plants that are going to be kind of, you know transplanted
within the site? You're not bringing in anything --

M. TIEN. Wthin the site, yes.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN  Ckay. You're not bringing in any
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new plants fromoffsite?

MB. TIEN Can be wused for the additional
| andscapi ng al ong the -- you know, along this berm

MEMBER ZAl DAI N: Ckay. But as far as the green
ones go, those are transplanted within the site.

M5. TIEN  Yes.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Like from--

M. TIEN Right.

MEMBER  ZAl DAI N -- from purple to green,
essential ly.

M5. TIEN Right.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

M5, TIEN The purple tree we -- there are sone
trees, such as Arnstrong maples that theoretically --
technically, you can transplant them But it's probably very
costly. But if we can find a place that can transplant it right
away, maybe offsite, then The Honme will do that.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

M5. TIEN  Because of the construction we -- we had
to dig up the tree and then had to treat them feed them you
know, shelter them and sonetimes it can cause, Yyou know,
trenmendous amount -- tremendous anount of stress on the trees,
and it may not be cost effective to transplant them

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

V. TI EN: That's ny  -- our forester's
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recomrendat i on.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW O the purple trees, how
many of those purple trees are evergreen?

M5. TIEN. About 25 of them And they are in poor
health, basically. They are eastern white pine and henl ock.

Are there any other questions?

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  And of the trees being
saved -- let's see, we have three categories. In the blue, how
many are evergreens?

M5. TIEN.  In the blue, let ne see --

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW You said about 100
trees.

MB. TIEN. | don't have the exact count, but we --
these few evergreen trees, they are crucial for the screening.
They are all going to be saved, along 34th Street.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Al right. And any
ever greens bei ng transpl ant ed?

M5, TIEN No. The evergreen trees which is
colored in purple, they are in poor health.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  And of the -- you said
51 trees are in purple --

M5, TIEN  Yes.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW -- 25 of the 51 are
evergreens in poor health, and what are the rest?

M5. TIEN. And the -- in ternms of species?
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VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW Species and in health
and in size.

M5, TIEN Ckay. W have a list. There are
Armstrong maples. | don't have the total count, but | can -- for
the information. Arnstrong maples generally are eight inches in
di aneter, which is DBH The --

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW Wl l, | think if you can
forward the list, that woul d be what we woul d need.

M5, TIEN Yes. Because it's quite cunbersone.
There are quite a few speci es.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Al right. Thank you
for providing that to the Board.

M5. TIEN  Sure.

So in order to achieve the goals The Home had given
us, we have cone up with a very conceptual plan to protect the
perineter area to screen the parking lot and to beautify the
setting and to nmaintain the park-1ike setting.

The general concept is we will -- we are not going
to -- knowing that the parking lot is not the nost attractive
facility, but we are not really going to put up a green wall
around it, there will be -- in this plan, we propose 45 new
trees, 131 shrubs and evergreen trees.

Basically, we have a parking lot edge that has
evergreen shrubs, a mxture of evergreen shrubs, flowering

shrubs, najor deciduous trees, and flowering trees. So it wll
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be nmore of a natural setting. Sonetines it will provide seasonal
colors. It's not a solid green wall.

Let's take a | ook at the cross-section we cut here,
starting with the A This is the existing parking lot, [|ooking
that way, looking south. And this will be the proposed parking
ot addition. So we are still -- if -- we are still pretty nuch
screened by the existing vegetation in that area, but we can --
cutting sections is kind of difficult. I1t's very specific.

And, actually, when you are there | ooking at things
in 3-D, there are a lot nore screening than when you just cut
secti ons. So by -- in order to ensure the screening, we add
additional |ow shrubs along this area.

And Section B, we -- under the existing condition,
we al so dashed in what the future parking lot will be. So as you
can tell, there will be a wall along here, and the cars really
hidden by this berm still, even with the parking addition.
Govi ously, we can also add sone flowering shrubs to beautify the
setting.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  Does that mean you are
recommending that? You say you can put in. Does it mean that
it's going to happen?

M5. TIEN. It's going to happen when we -- working
on the construction drawings. W're going to |look at very site-
specific needs to put in whether it's the |ower shrubs, whether

it was the tall shrubs, what is the evergreen trees. But in
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general concept, we wish we can -- we have -- if we have space,
we can put flowering shrubs. |f we have a gap, maybe want to put
taller evergreen shrubs to serve the screening purpose.

If we already have the evergreen trees there and we
have space, nmaybe we'll plant flowering shrubs for beautification
pur poses.

MEMBER ZAl DAl N: So the bottom two of the cross-
sections, the bottomtw in the colums, that's your goal, what
you're kind of aimng for.

M5. TIEN  Yes. And this one -- even without it,
you know, it's really -- cars really hide behind the berm

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

MB. TIEN Wich is around this area.

MEMBER ZAIDAIN. So just -- so | guess one way to
sunmarize is to say the second ones are what you know you can do,
and the third ones are what you are going to try to do.

M5. TIEN R ght.

MEMBER ZAI DAIN.  Ckay.

MR KEYS: M. Tien, could you just speak a noment
to the considerations of security that mght influence the
| andscaping on this site?

M5. TIEN: Yes. Security is always a concern, and
for alnost every |andscape design, parking design, we would not
put the -- the vegetation so dense, so high, that people are

afraid to be there, to be in the parking lot. So there will be
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sone additional site-specific studies in the design process, but
our general concept is this.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Have you done any cross-
sections from the 37th Street side and from the Upton Street
residential side --

M5. TIEN  Yes.

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW  -- looking into the |ot
as far as what can be seen fromthe porches?

M5. TIEN. W thought about that, yes. W haven't,
because the topographic information is not -- we don't have that.

What we might do, when we prepare the construction document
we're going to look at very site-specific, maybe eyeball it, to
ensure that the adjacent neighborhood will not have the adverse
i npact to their -- you know, to their property.

And by having the flowering trees and major
deci duous trees, especially the mature ones, really would help
the -- would help the resident |ooking down at the parking | ot
fromthe second floor wi ndow, for instance

So there are kind of two -- kind of multi-Ilayer of
screening. At your street |evel, maybe | ow shrub would do it, or
maybe the berm would do it. But on the upstairs w ndows, you
need a tree crown to -- to screen it.

And for Section C, this is actually cutting along
this -- this line. W -- this dashed line is going to be the --

is the proposed parking -- proposed parking on the existing
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condi tion. But if you look at the proposed -- our proposed
parking lot is actually lower than the -- than the bermthat is
not going to be inpacted.

So the parking lot actually sits lower, which is --
you know, is better news for us, that we know that the inpact of
the parking lot will not be -- will not have adverse inpact on
it.

And for the Section D, it is along this line. As

M. Long has mentioned, this corner will be -- we really have to
determine later on how -- as to what extent the parking lot wll
be | ocat ed. In this case, | already took two spaces, just to

create a better setting for the cupol a.

So that's essentially our approach and general
concept and anal ysi s and consi derati ons.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  So with your renoval of
two spaces, it brings the |ot count down to what?

M5, TIEN 171,

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  You had nentioned that
31 trees are going to be transplanted. That's the proposal.
What's the success rate of those trees living? In other words,
or is there a percentage that are going to die off because they

really won't take to a new setting?

M. TIEN | don't have any scientific data, and it
is a very, very tricky question. It's -- if you ask anybody,
nobody really, really knows. There are several factors that
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determ ne the successful rate. One is the health of the existing
vegetation, and, secondly, is how are you going to take care of
it, you know, during the construction.

So for those trees, we would like to nmaintain
especially those crepe nyrtles, which is right around this area

That's really the main -- the few trees that we really, really
want to save.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Wer eabout s are those?

M. TIEN. It's the cupol a.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  You need to pick that up.

M5. TIEN.  Ch, I'msorry.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW It's right up there in
your top -- in the upper -- the cupola is right up in there?

M5. TIEN  Yes, right. R ght. Right.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  And since you brought up
the -- it's how you take care of the trees that is -- are
i mportant, those being transplanted. What overall wll be the
mai nt enance and the guarantee? |In other words, do all of these
new trees and transplanted trees conme along with a maintenance
contract and a guarantee?

M. TIEN Right. Wth a warranty. It has to be
with a warranty. W will have to put it into the specification.

That's why they have --
VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW |s the warranty for five

years? Ten years?
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M5. TIEN. For a new tree, normally it's a year or
two.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  But is that |ong enough
for a tree to take hol d?

M5. TIEN That's very common practice. That's
generally what we -- the warranty is one year or two years.

CHAI RPERSON (R FFI S Do you control t he
warranties?

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Who does, the supplier?

M5. TIEN In what way?

CHAI RPERSON CRIFFI'S: Wl |, just for clarification,

when you say that it would be in the specification, it neans

you're the designer, you'll wite the specifications, and,
actually, a subcontractor wll purchase the tree and offer the
warranty on that. |s that correct?

M. TIEN Right.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. And so when you say
that it's comon practice for a one- or two-year warranty, that's
comon practice from the supplier of the tree to warranty it.
You don't have any -- can you regulate that warranty? Can you --
do you have any flexibility in getting higher warranties on those
trees?

MB. TIEN H gher warranty meaning higher price.
Normal ly, that's the case.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: | see. Ckay. So the nore
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you pay, the nore years they will warranty it for.

M5. TIEN Right.

CHAl RPERSON (R FFI S Seens to be fairly
synmetri cal .

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  Can you warranty these
trees insofar as if they do not live and have to be replaced,
that the --

M5. TIEN. Yes, that's part of the --

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  -- trunk and the root
systemis dug out rather than slicing these dead trees off at the
trunk level ?

M5. TIEN. Yes, you have to be -- yes, they had to

be nursery grown, and sonetines we -- the -- in the plan
schedul e, where we specify the tree, we'll specify the root ball
size. W don't use the -- you know, for this type of setting, we

don't use bare roots naterial.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  But can it be specified
in the contract that if those trees do not |ive and have to be
repl aced, that the |andscapi ng conpany doesn't come in and just
slice these trees off and plant a new one in a slightly different
| ocation? That they, instead, dig up what is dead and plant
anew.

M5. TIEN That will be in our specification.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  That would be in your

speci fication.
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M5. TIEN  Yes.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Thank you.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: Anyt hing el se?

COW SSI ONER MAY: | have a question.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: Yes.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  The trees that are being noved,
general |y speaking, how | arge are they? Wat caliper?

M5. TIEN  Those are, let ne see, 15 feet height,
probably about --

COW SSI ONER  MAY: So they are -- these are tree
spade noves, noving the trees is not going to be --

V5. TIEN Not as significant like if you were
noving a truly nature tree.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Right. Ckay.

M5. TIEN. Ckay. Thank you.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Thank you.

MR KEYS: Ms. Tien, |'ve got one nore request of
you. | just want to make sure that the record is clear. You're
proposing in this plan to renove 51 trees and shrubs from the
site.

TIEN. 51 trees.
KEYS: Yes.

TIEN  Shrubs are not included.

2 » 3 B

KEYS: Now, how nmany trees are you bringing in,

new trees, to the site?
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M5. TIEN. 45 trees, according to this plan.

MR KEYS: And how many new shrubs, according to
that plan?

M5, TIEN  130.

MR KEYS: Thank you.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW How many shrubs are

going to be renoved?

M5, TIEN W did not make the count. It's so
many. It's so nmany in terns of the -- for instance, the dahlia,
they are not very healthy, but there are so nmany, we just -- we

just couldn't count everything.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW Is it over the 130 that

M5. TIEN  New

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW - - new?

M5. TIEN:  New.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW Pl ant ed?

M5, TIEN  Yes.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  So you're renoving nore
than you are planting.

M5. TIEN Definitely.

MR KEYS: I'"'m not sure that question was
understood, and 1'd like, M. Renshaw, if you could, to repeat
it, because I"'mnot sure Ms. Tien --

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  Yes, | --
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CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Are these new or ol d?

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Very good

MR KEYS: Yes. I mean, Ms. Tien, you testified
that you don't -- there are so many of the shrubs that are being
renoved that you didn't count themindividually.

M5. TIEN No. But it would not be more than 100.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay.

MR KEYS: Al right. So, then, you' re replacing
nore shrubs, in your estinmation, than you are renovi ng

M5. TIEN R ght.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  That's the opposite of
what you said before.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: So we'll recalibrate that.
The new shrubs went. There are nore --

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  More new shrubs --

M5. TIEN  Yes.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW -- than old shrubs that
are renoved

M. TIEN Right.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW Al right. Ckay.

CHAlI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: CGood.

Anyt hing el se, M. Keys?

MR KEYS: That's all fromthis wtness

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Good. Thank you very nuch.

Ch.  And, of course, we would have these subnitted
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into the record.

Then, let us nove to, M. Gaham your questions?

MR CGRAHAM WII the new shrubs and trees be nore
mature or less mature than the ones that are being taken out?

M5. TIEN. They'll be |l ess mature.

MR GRAHAM | gather from the way in which you
made your presentation there is still a lot of work that you
would have to do before the neighborhood would really know
exactly what the lot would look like after the relandscaping, is
that correct?

M5, TIEN Vell, this is a part of the design
process. First, you do the analysis. Then, you do your concept.
W are in the concept planning -- concept design phase.

MR GRAHAM  Not hing further.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: Does the ANC have any cross
exam nati on?

M5. WSS: H. This is Cathy Wss.

How did you determine the critical root zones of
those trees that are in blue?

M5. TIEN Critical root zone, by definition, is
one foot of dianeter of the area per one inch dianeter of the
trees, caliper at the breast height.

| have one thing to add. Any tree that is nore
than 30 inches DBH the critical root zone will be 1.5 foot

di aneter per one inch of DBH
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M5. WSS: Thank you. And the circles that you' ve
drawn on the -- | have here a tree inpact study. Yes, the tree
i mpact study. Do they correspond to that cal cul ati on?

M5. TIEN  Yes.

M5. WSS So that you think that this circle
around this poplar that's 40 inches is 40 feet from that tree?
O, no, actually, if it's a 40-inch tree, it should be 60 feet
fromthat tree?

MB. TIEN No, it should be 60 feet in dianeter.
Therefore, it's 30 feet fromthe center of the trunk to the edge
of the critical root zone.

M5. WSS. So, in fact, you are using the dianeter
of the whole tree and not the radius.

M5. TIEN. Yes, that's by definition. Yes.

M5. WSS: Now, this is a question | asked of M.
D ckeson before, and they said that | should ask it of you. Wen
construction is done, such as the retaining wall that wll be
going around the entire parking lot and the parking lot itself,
how much beyond that wall or the perinmeter of the parking |ot
woul d there be construction activity?

M5, TIEN W would probably also have to
coordinate with the civil engineer. That has something to do
with the grading. But, generally, | think you are geared toward
protection of the trees. Even though the -- in D.C we don't

have the -- as far as | know, there is no tree bill adopted yet.
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In the State of Maryland, generally, we will put tree protection
fence when there is construction activity along the critical root
zone.

M5. WSS: | guess what | was getting at is, where
do you put the fence?

M5. TIEN  No closer than the critical root zone,
and to the extent of the grading activity is going to be.

M5. WSS: So let's take this poplar that says it's
40 inches with a circle around it that conmes to the edge of the
parking |ot. The fence would be put on that dotted line. And
how woul d they build the retaining wall?

M. TIEN Ckay. | --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: I think you can answer the
first part, but probably not the second.

M. TIEN. HmP

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  You can answer the first part
where the fence is going. I don't think you can answer the
question of howw Il they build the wall.

M5. TIEN Right. Thank you.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Unl ess you want to rephrase
your question in ternms of how -- what is conceivably the way to
-- to safeguard the root system--

M. WSS: How could you -- yes.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  -- during the construction of

wal | .
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M5. TIEN In general practice in forestry, the
critical root zone cannot be disturbed nore than 30 percent. So,
therefore, you -- if we do that math, we can put the tree
protection fence about 10 feet away fromthe critical root zone,
which | think should be sufficient for the construction.

M5. WSS: Do you nean 10 feet away fromit, toward
the inside of the parking lot, or 10 feet toward the center of
the tree?

MB. TIEN  The center of the tree.

M5, WSS Now, the heights of the various trees
that you are planning to plant, are they all about the sane? O
do they tend to be short?

M5. TIEN. Since they are so -- there are going to
be so many different species, we -- and also, it depends on the
budget. The tree size will be specified accordingly.

M5. WSS: WII you avoid the critical root zones

of the very large trees when you plant these things, these new

ones?

M5. TIEN W just have to be careful with that.

M5. WSS:. Thank you.

CHAl RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Ms. Tien, a foll owp question
on that. Wuld it be part of any construction process for you

to, if so engaged, to actually do the physical survey of the root
system on each of the specific trees?

M5. TIEN  That would be a very, very, hard task.
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But what we can -- what | would suggest to do is when doing the
-- when noving the earth work, | will have ny forester out there
supervising the construction activity. He will know what roots

shoul d not be cut and what roots shoul d be.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: | ndeed. So that -- and
that's where |I'm going with that, in terms of looking at the
specific condition. It may, in fact -- well, there may be roots

that would not need to be cut, and then the footing of that wall
may need to be adjusted accordingly.

M5. TIEN R ght.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  That's sonething that you' ve
been in the process before of --

M. TIEN Right.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

M5, TIEN And also, nost of the root zones are
within a foot and a half, two feet. Mst of the root systens are
there. And the retaining wall actually goes down further.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: R ght.

M5. TIEN Yes. Mre like three feet.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS: | see. | see. ay.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Ms. Tien, you said that
it depends on the budget for the tree size. At what point is
that determ ned? In other words, at what point does the
comunity know exactly the size of the tree? M. Keys?

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: That may al so depend on us,
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huh?

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Yes. But should this go
f orwar d.

MR KEYS: I think that's probably sonething that
another witness would be better positioned to comment on, in
ternms of the construction budget and the project budget.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Who woul d t hat be?

MR KEYS: John Arnentrout.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay. Any redirect?

MR KEYS: No redirect.

CHAI RPERSON (RI FFI S: I think we're done. Are we
done? Good. Thank you very much.

M5. TIEN  Thank you.

MR KEYS: | think while the issue of construction
is still fresh, it mght be useful to have M. Arnentrout cone
f orwar d.

John, would you please introduce yourself, and
expl ain your connection with the project. And I'd like you to
address two things -- one, how the construction budget and the
project budget will work in relation to |andscape issues. And,
secondly, 1'd like you to describe briefly and quickly the

construction process, the scheduling, and the efforts we're going
to undertake to reduce construction-rel ated inpacts.
MR ARMVENTROUT: M/ nane is John Arnentrout. %%

address is 15430 Berryville Road, Darnestown, Maryland. | am a
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construction nanager. I have been in the construction business
in the netropolitan area since 1960

I've done nmany projects in the area, and nost of

these projects have been projects that are unusual. |'ve never
built two products alike, so -- and |'m accustoned to working in
cl ose quarters and unusual circunstances where it's -- the jobs

are very difficult.

' ve been enpl oyed by The Washi ngt on Horme for about
18 nonths and helping them with another project, an interior
project that they needed sone assistance with, and getting the
contractors to finish the job, and sorting out the bills, and
things of that nature.

And ny role on this job would be to -- to supervise
the job, to attend and represent The WAshington Home in job site
nmeetings, approving bills, seeing that the quantity -- the
quality is kept up, and that the plans and specifications are
adhered to.

W have -- the project schedule we want to condense
as much as we can, so we have m ni mrum di sturbance not only to The
Washi ngton Hone and their operation but to the nei ghborhood.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: What's the projected tine

ri ght now?

MR ARMENTRQUT: | project -- and these are all --
because we don't have any -- we don't have conpleted plans, and
we don't have any contractor input, so you have -- this is ny
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project. | project the entire job could be done over a six-nonth
peri od.

That -- having said that, | would say there is sone
reservation if the job is conpleted, when it's not the planning
time for the shrubbery and the | andscaping and the trees, then we
would wait until the appropriate tine. But we could do the job
easily in six nonths.

| also think that once | get the final plans for
the parking lot and know the degree of site work that has to be
done, | predict that the parking lot can be done in two to three
nont hs. The hospice addition in the parking lot can run
concurrently, or they can be done as separate projects.

The -- and if we started -- if we got a pernmit in
Septenber of this year, for exanple, we would be finished
sonetinme in the spring, March/April, is what | would project.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

MR ARMENTROUT: Construction staging. Al of the

construction staging would be done onsite. There would be no
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staging on the street. For the hospice addition, you would bring
materials in in snaller quantities, and it is a snall addition.
You would store them right near the site, and the parking |ot
work would be -- you would -- it would stage right on the parking
ot area, in the area that you are working with the equi pnent.

W anticipate that all deliveries would be made to
the 37th Street entrance. It's very tight to get in the Upton
Street entrance with any vehicles of any size, and | don't see
any problem doing that at all. There would be a dunpster, and
there would be a storage trailer onsite.

Wor ki ng hours, 7:00 to 3:30, 7:30 to 4:00, which is
standard in the District of Colunbia. Qovi ously, construction
workers would like to start at 5:00 in the norning because they
hate the traffic and the drive and the parking situation. e
woul d park all construction vehicles onsite.

Saturday work would not be done, nor Sunday work.
Saturday work | would say | would nake sonme exception to if --
when the paving process starts, and if we could get it done in
two days by working a Friday and Saturday and | ess congestion and
things of that nature, then |I would say naybe we should | ook at
that possibility. But it's not anticipated at this point.

Access to the site wuld be from Wsconsin Avenue
to Van Ness to 37th, or from Wsconsin Avenue to Quebec to 37th,
dependi ng on whether school is in session at Sidwell Friends |

think would have sonme inpact on that. And not knowi ng when the
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job is going to start, it's hard to anticipate which one would be
used t he nost.

Truck traffic would be the heaviest during the
denolition phases and the paving phases. The Washi ngton Hone
would require the contractor to nonitor the pedestrian sidewal ks
when trucks are coming in and out of the -- in and out of the
site. And we -- we project that they are going to --
construction vehicles would all park onsite, and that's as far as
| have gone at this point in tine.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: Have you had any prelimnary
pricing on the project?

MR ARMENTRQUT: No, | have not at this point.

MR ARMENTROUT: It's been ny pricing at this
poi nt . To answer your question about -- or the question about
the budget for -- for the l|andscape material and |andscape work,

| andscapi ng, yes.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Landscapi ng, $100, 000.
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MR ARMENTRQUT: That's just with the budget | have
put together at this point, yes.

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW  And that's going to buy
what ?

MR ARMENTRQUT: Well, it'll buy a lot of nmaterial.
It'Il buy a lot of material. Mst of your trees, | think, would
be two- to four-inch caliber, nost of your hardwood trees. I
woul d think your evergreens would be eight to 10 feet. This is

| andscape architect or anyone el se regarding this.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: And for clarification, in
terns of your budgeting and throwing out that nunber, you work
for the owner and represent their interests on a construction
budget. But you would need their affirnmation of your budget, is
that correct?

MR ARMENTROQUT: | need their approval on anything

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Yes, okay.

MR ARVENTROUT: And | run anything |I do by them
before it's done.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW  You had nentioned that
truck traffic would be heaviest during the construction phases.
How many round trips --

MR ARMENTROUT: No, | said the truck traffic would

be heavi est between the paving and denolition phases. | mean,
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tearing up the old asphalt, and so forth, you' ve got to get it
offsite. And when you're bringing new asphalt in and gravel,
there will be a convoy of trucks that come in and out to do that.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW How many do vyou
estinate?

MR ARVENTROUT: Vll, it depends on -- [|I'm
thinking in this project we're going to have to find a
contractor, in ny view, that has a lot of single-axle dunp
trucks. The big tandem dunp trucks are going to be pretty hard
to get themin and out. There will be sone concrete trucks that
will have to get in. They are pretty big.

But if you can find a snmall qualified contractor
with snall tandem trucks, it would be a lot easier to get in and
out. It would be a lot easier on the traffic flow It doesn't
mean the big trucks can't get in, but the small trucks would be
much better in ny view

| don't know how many, at this point in tinme. I
mean, a truck will carry 10,000 pounds, and | don't -- | haven't
taken off or even thought about taking off the quantities of
gravel and asphalt and things of that nature.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW You can't project for
us?

MR ARMENTRQUT: | coul d guess.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  Quess. Quess is fine

for now.
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MR ARVENTROUT: But | don't think it would make
any sense, and |I'd rather not do that. | nean, | could tell you
it's going to be 100 trips -- 100 trips -- but | don't know that
that's accurate.

MR MGE | wasn't aware of that until today.

Wiat |I'd like you to do is I'mgoing to
put it up, and |I'd like you to look at it, and I'd like you to
conpare the nunbers, the peak nunbers, with the nunbers that you
di scover ed.

Does the distribution of vehicles across the day in
that chart parallel the distribution of vehicles on the parking
ot on the day you exami ned the parking | ot?

MR MCEE They resenble them closely, except at
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7:00 | have a higher car count, at 7:00 a.m, than what he is
showi ng on his.

MR KEYS: Ri ght. Does the shape of the curve
that's created by those data points on that chart -- does that
shape resenbl e the chart that you have prepared?

MR MGEE: Very closely.

MR KEYS: Thank you. Did you also, on that date,
examne the visitor logs for April 11th of this year?

MR MCEE Yes, | did.

MR KEYS: Do you have an idea of the total nunber
of visitors to the site during the course of that particular day?
And this is just based on the signatures in the | og.

MR MCEE It's fromthe visitors log, and there
were 150 on that day.

MR KEYS: Is there any pattern to the distribution
of those visitors arriving or comng to the site and signing in?

MR MCGEE: W have heavy times. One is at noon,
and that's 22 visitors. And the other one is at 4:00 p.m, and
that's 21 visitors.

MR MCEE W give every enployee a hang tag on
their rearviewnirror --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: R ght.

MR MCEE -- when they' re enployed. They're
supposed to display that at all tines. If you don't display
that, we put a pink piece of paper that says, please, you know,
get a proper parking pass. That's all we do. Unless they're
parked in the circle, and if they're in the circle for a period
of time we will call the police on themto have it towed, because

that is a fire |l ane for the anbul ance and the fire truck.
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CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Ckay. Good. Thank you.

Commi ssioner -- oh, I'msorry. Does ANC have any --

M5. PERRY: | just have one question. | heard you
say that sone of the visitors were volunteers. Are they actual
parents or children comng to visit parents, or you just said
that sone of the visitors were the names of volunteers? Does
that mean they're enpl oyees of sone sort or health care workers,
or what kind of visitors?

MR MGCEE W have a volunteer program to help
with activities in The Wshington Home, and people come and
volunteer their time as a comunity service to help out wth
activities or what el se mght be going on.

M5. PERRY: Ckay.

MR MGEE: They're not actual enpl oyees.

M5. PERRY: (kay. Does every enployee -- when you
were examning the parking lot, did every car have a Washington
Honme sticker, or the blue tag, the day you were visiting it?

MR MGEE The hang tag?

M5. PERRY: The hang tag.

MR MGEE: Not every vehicle.

M5. PERRY: So sonme of the cars on your lot could
have been from the post office, from Sidwell Friends, or another
institution in the area.

MR MCEE: Wen | was observing the parking |ot,

and it was on a regular hourly basis -- and it started earlier
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than 7:00, but | observed it then -- post office people park
along Upton and along 37th Street. They don't cone in our |ot
because they'd get stuck in it, and they can't |eave, and they
| eave before our enpl oyees | eave.

MR KEYS: | have no redirect for M. MGCee.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  kay. Thank you, M. MCee.

M. Keys, is that your |ast w tness?

MR KEYS: Yes, M. Chair, it is.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  kay. Can | have the parties
up at the table? Ch, just at the table, just have a seat. W
don't need any bench conferences here. | can just talk --

(Laughter.)

-- totally in the open.

W are at, according to the clock in the hearing
room about 20 of 6:00. Cearly, we have a little bit nore to
get through, so | want to reschedule this. W have a date in
mnd that's accommopdating. Wat | want to do, first of all, is
get a general idea of how much tinme we have left to run through
everything, although we're taking an hour so the parties are
pretty nmuch tied to that.

M. Keys, | understand -- vyou obviously have
closing remarks, and you have two nminutes, 38 seconds, according
to that clock, left on the hour to present the case. So what |
would like to do is nove this to July 9 in the afternoon. At

this point, it would be the first case in the afternoon.
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MR GRAHAM | apol ogi ze. | have an enornous
arbitration that begins on July 9.
CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: How s everyone el se on that

date? M. Gaham is there anyone el se that could represent your

party?

MR GRAHAM Well, quite frankly, |'ve put a lot of
effort into it, and | don't know if there's anyone else that
woul d be able to devote that amount of effort to -- |I've spent a

lot of tine talking to different people and getting people
organi zed to come here, and that sort of thing.

Is it permissible for me to survey ny w tnesses and
see what their availability is? |Is that sonmething that would be
hel pful, or not?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: If you ask them if they're
available on the 9th. But, yes, actually get sone dates. This
is what | would like to do in this case, and | try in every case,
is to continue this as close as possible to this date. Putting
it off doesn't serve the Board well, in terns of how nuch we need
to review

So if you would look at your schedule for July.
August we have nothing avail abl e. And so |I'm going to ask you
also to | ook at Septenber.

(Wher eupon, the proceedings in the foregoing matter

went off the record at 5:37 p.m and went back on

the record at 5:42 p.m)
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CHAI RPERSON CGRI FFI S: Ckay. First of all, M.
Gaham M. Keys, ANC, what are blockout dates which you
absolutely can't make it?

MR GRAHAM Unfortunately, because of the
summertine, | did it the other way around. Everyone is avail able
between July 23rd and July 26th. And everyone is available in
Sept enber .

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI' S: Wiat about August ?

MR GRAHAM  August everyone -- there is a -- you
know, everyone is vacating the humdity | guess.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: What about August 6t h?

MR GRAHAM Everyone is -- not everyone. W have
one person who is in town.

(Laughter.)

Qut of four witnesses.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: That doesn't get a lot of
synpathy fromus, | nust say.

(Laughter.)

MR GRAHAM Vell, it's the conbination of
schedul es. But on that particular day --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: Ckay. The week you're in
town, the week of --

MR GRAHAM  July 23rd through 26th.

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: So July 30th is not

avai | abl e.
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MR GRAHAM | know that |I'm not going to be here
on July 30th.

CHAl RPERSON CRI FFI S: You're not available on the
30t h?

MR GRAHAM  That's correct. I'm going to be out
of town, and I'm not going to tell you where because you'll be
mad at nme.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  Are you available on the 6th
of August?

MR CGRAHAM | am available on the -- | personally
am avail abl e on the 6t h.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S;  But your witnesses are not.

MR GRAHAM M/ wtnesses are scattered to the
wi nds.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFIS:  And | hear Ms. Wss is also
not available on the 6th. Al right. This is it. And if this
one doesn't work -- this is our official regulation process -- we
put all of the dates in a hat and we pick one. So  Sept enber
10th. 1'm ki ddi ng about the hat thing.

(Laughter.)

MR GRAHAM The 10th is fine with us.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: M. Keys?

MR GRAHAM W promise to vote in the norning,
early and often.

MR GRAHAM If | can --

MR KEYS. If M. Gahamis the only person who is
not going to be here, | don't think the case rests solely wth
his availability.

MR GRAHAM First of all, | didn't canvas other
peopl e, because | knew | wasn't going to be here. Nunber two, |
am a party personally. Nunber three, part of the process has
been accomodated, and | think it's great that M. Keys did this,
but he went off to Korea to The Wrld Cup for three weeks, which
is fantastic. That's part of the --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI 'S Ckay.

MR GRAHAM -- gap we've previously had.
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MR KEYS: I'm sorry. | don't believe M. G aham
is a party. | believe M. -- the organization is the party. M.
Gahamis sinmply the designated spokesperson

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Ri ght, indeed. It's a
conbined party, of which he is part of the total party, and |
think that the -- the point of clarification M. Gaham was

making was that he was not the hired attorney representing the

party.

MR KEYS: | understand.

CHAI RPERSON  CRI FFI S: Ckay. Wll, on nost
occasions, | mght say you're correct, M. Keys, and that there

are able bodies in simlar situations within the party, that we
should go to the July 9th. It certainly serves this Board.
However, | think -- and I'd like to hear from other
Board nenbers -- | think it does, in fact, prejudice the party at
this tine, noting the amount of effort M. Gaham has put into
the preparation of it. And giving two weeks for a repreparation
of somebody | would imagine would be quite difficult, and nay

actual Iy hinder their case.

| would press upon to see perhaps -- | don't know
what your schedule is in terms of -- | forget what you said you
were in, but -- arbitration.

MR GRAHAM Yes. It's --
CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI S: Is it sonething that -- how

long --
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MR GRAHAM One of ny friends here said, "Oh,

won't it settle?" Unfortunately, it won't settle for reasons
that | don't need to go into here. |It's going to last -- we know
exactly how long it's going to |ast. It's going to last until

the 19th. That's why | offered the 23rd through the 26th. And
then, after the -- of July.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ri ght .

MR CGRAHAM  And then, we know that after that is
when peopl e, including nyself, start going off on vacations.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S:  But in terns of the July 9th,

in terms -- for the arbitration process that you're involved in

MR GRAHAM It's a definite go.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: | understand that. But I'm
not understandi ng what the daily tine requirenment woul d be.

MR GRAHAM  Well, it's an all-day -- it's like a
trial in court, except it's between -- it's a private trial as it
were, an arbitration.

CHAI RPERSON  GRI FFI S: Ri ght . So you're
anticipating that it's going 9:00 to 5:00 at |east.

MR GRAHAM  Yes, it will go 9:00 to 5:00, and, as
I'msure the Board is aware, it means a great deal of preparation
early in the norning, late at night, for each day of it.

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Board nenber s?

MEMBER ETHERLY: M. Chair, you sought sone
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coment . This -- | mean, we've had a day full of tough calls
her e. I know that staff and you have |ooked very diligently at
sonme alternative dates that work here.

I, too, am concerned about the potential of
prejudicing a party's efforts to prosecute its case effectively
if we do nove forward with the 9th. However, given the tightness
of the schedul e and given what we've tried to do to acconmodat e,
| think everyone in this matter -- I'minclined to agree with M.
Keys in this situation that the 9th is an appropriate day, and
there will just have to be sonme type of arrangenent.

And | -- of course, it -- | can't even begin to
assess what kind of inpact that would potentially have on M.
Gahamis life, of course, as he's preparing for an arbitration in
addition to have to work with sonebody else to get them up to
speed here. But that appears to be the only workable option that
we have in front of wus, short of noving towards Septenber or
even, CGod forbid, Cctober in this matter.

VI CE CHAI RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chairman, where |

fall in on this matter is that | would go with Septenber 10th. |

think that that is an agreeable date. It seens that everyone
here has -- seens to say that that is an available date on their
schedul e. | do not think that we should prejudice this party,
and so, therefore, | would not be in favor of postponing only to

the 9th, but | feel that Septenber 10th is the best day --
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CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S:  Ckay.

VI CE CHAl RPERSON RENSHAW  -- for everyone

MR KEYS: M. Chair, may | conplicate natters
further? | think if you --

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: No.

MR KEYS: -- if you renenber, we subnitted with
our application the Certificate of Need that was issued by the
agency that governs health institutions. And that certificate
indicates very clearly that our approval of the hospice expires
in Septenber. And that's the deadline that | advised the Board
of that we were working towards, and that's why we didn't want to
admt a long postponenent in this case. That's still a real
deadl i ne.

MR KOGAN: M. Chairman, may | offer a commrent?
When the nei ghborhood becanme aware that The Home would have --
The Hone's proposal, rather, would have a very direct inpact on
their everyday lives, they quickly organized thenmselves into a
group that would be able to present a case here and present their
poi nt of view

And in organizing thensel ves, they assigned tasks
to each individual based on that person's particular skills. W
have people who are highly skilled in |andscape architecture and
proj ect managenent. M. Gaham was seen as sonebody who could
take on that task of leading the case in a nmanner of organizing

and general ly managi ng the effort.
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| think in that role he has done a fine job, and
think he is indispensable, really, and it would be injurious to
t he nei ghborhood to have a hearing schedul ed at which M. G aham
could not be present. I would strongly encourage the Board to
consi der the Septenber 10th date.

VI CE CHAlI RPERSON RENSHAW M. Chairman, | mght
recommend that we divide this case. Could we take on the hospice
section and dispose of that, and take on the parking lot at a --
or the parking facility at the Septenber 10th date?

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI S: I think it's an excellent
i dea. I"m just not sure how to do it. I mean, do we have a
full-blown hearing on the hospice, basically severing this
appl i cation?

MR GRAHAM Well, one problemwith that is the tie
that The Hone has made directly to the parking. It's been
suggested, as | gather --

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: R ght.

MR GRAHAM -- that they separate it before, and
they have declined to do so.

CHAI RPERSON GRIFFI'S: | don't know.

MR KEYS: Pl ease don't speak for The Home, M.

If it's possible to sever that -- | nean, first
off, as | look at the resolution by the ANC, and | | ook at every

docunent subnitted by the community in this case, no one has any
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objection to the hospice addition. Perhaps that is susceptible
to a summary order. It doesn't inpact the parking. That would
allow -- at least allow us to preserve the Certificate of Need,
which expires, as | look at it, on Septenber 20, 2002.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Can we take that up on July 9th?

MR GRAHAM Again, from ny perspective, their
parking report is tied to their hospice, and we wi sh that weren't
SoO. W think that they -- it shouldn't be. W think it's
i nappropriate that it is tied that way, and the neighborhood
doesn't want to be bad guys. VW want health institutions to
thrive and survive.

But if this health institution's notion of thriving
is to continue adding as they have now done every five years or
so, and then say all of a sudden that we've got a parking
problem that seens to us to be -- that they are inextricably
linked, and that's unfair.

As to M. Keys, | apologize for speaking for him
and he can apol ogi ze for speaking for ne, because we do oppose
the hospice addition on those very grounds. They have tied them
together in their reports. W don't want to be those -- do that,
but they have nade it that way.

CHAl RPERSON CRIFFI'S:  Gkay. This is what 1'd like
to do, and | think this is what we're going to do, is on July 9th
we will call this case in the afternoon, the first case in the

af t ernoon. W wll be set -- severing this application and
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| ooking at the hospice addition, the increase in the nunber of
beds for a total number of four.

W have heard all of the case -- the applicant's
case on that, and we heard the architect, who was, in fact, able

to be cross exanmined by all of the parties on that up to this

point. So I think what we will do is look to have the case -- we
will proceed down -- this is going to be kind of difficult,
because we've got all of our governnent reports that are
obviously going to tie our application. But this Board is

diligent enough to separate out that information specifically.

And we would nove along on that. VW wll hear
cases from the parties based on that, and then | wll look to
Septenber 10 to finish the entire case on the application, which
wi Il obviously be attendant to the parking spaces increase.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Can | offer another suggestion?

CHAI RPERSON GRI FFI'S: No.

COW SSI ONER MAY:  Ckay.

CHAl RPERSON GRI FFI'S: Ckay. M. May.

M. Gahams schedule were to change, and we could proceed wth
the entirety of the case, can we |eave the door open for that
possi bility?

highly wunlikely, and we're, frankly, doing all of this to

tree, and location of the tree.

If those nunbers by chance correspond to the
identification nunbers that are noted on Exhibit CO1 that was
prepared by the architect, we mght be in good shape, Ms.
Renshaw, in terns of having a clear --

nunbers could be clarified for us.

MR KEYS. VYes. Sadly, M. Etherly, | don't think

it works that well.
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MEMBER ETHERLY: Ckay. I just wanted to take a

MR KEYS.
